That means two colossal nations, 
great in numbers and great in resources, 
and for our own safety we can no more al- 
low Canada to grow up foreign to us in 
every thought and our great commercial 
rival than we could England or France to 
acquire control of Central America. Tho 
greater the development of Canada the more 
the United States will suffer commercially. 
Canada now has magnificent ports and har- 
bors, and while some of them are inac- 
cessible for portions of the year, owing to 
the ice, with the expansion of trade groat 
warehouses and clevators will be Built 
there, in which grain and merehandise can 
be stored during the winter and sent across 
the ocean with the opening of navigation. 
With the building up of the country will 
follow climatic changes, and the Canadian 
Pacific will then be as accessible as the 
Northern and Central Pacific now are. 
Moreover. Canada would always serve as 
the base of supplies for any foreign power 
with which we might become involved. 
**ATl these considerations point to one ir- 
resistible conclusion in my mind, Canada 
must become part of the American Union, 
peacefully if she will; if not, war will be the 
inevitable result. ‘That this must happen is 
illustrated by all history. Two aggressive, 
warlike people, living on either side of an 
imaginary line, cannot exist forever without 
at sonie time coming into conflict with each

Nations go to war as much as they ever did, 
. Wars now are shorter than they used to be, 
but they are fiercer and the results are 
more terrible, If weshould have a war it 
would forever make sectionalism a thing of 
tlic past. The South would be as loyal and 
hearty in its supportas the North. We were 
tuckered out by the rebellion, but if at the 
close of hostilities a joint Northern and 
Southern army, under the command of 
Sherman or Sheridan, and one of the prom- 
inent Southern generals, had marched into 
Canad, while another army established a 
protectorate over Mexico, weshould have 
escaped all the horrors of reconstruction. 
France and Hngland might not have liked 
it, but Germany wouldn't have minded it, 
and Russia would have thanked God.” 

Mr, Blair has his head set for war, and 
he will hear of nothing less. When it was 
Suggested that the United States and 
Canada might grow up side by side as 
friends and neighbors, yet politically separ- 
ate, he declared: ‘That cannot be. It is 
our manifest destiny,” he says, ‘‘ to acquire 
Canada peacefully, of course, if it can be; 
by force if necessary. If the two countries 
grow up as one the great union will be in- 
habited by a homogeneous people; if the 
two nations continue apart here are bound 
to be disageeements between the two 
Governments, and should there ever be at 
any time any little sectional difference in 
the United States Canada would take one 
side'or the othor and do her best to dismem- 
ber the existing union.” He vows that he 
does not speak lightly of war, but he is 
frank to admit that the calamity of war is 
preter bie to peace without union. He has 
ong foreseen war. He does not believe in 
letting Canada make war upon us, Hesays : 

“Prom the beginning of the fisheries com. 
plications I insisted in the conferences of the 
Republican Senators that the fisheries dis- 
pute was of no consec uence as compared 
with other questions,and that we had better 
not try and settle the fishery matter until 
we could kottle everything, as any arrange- 
ment we could reach in regard to when and 
where our sailors should catch fish would be 
only a makeshift and meant no permanent 
settlement. I have always insisted upon 
political union as the true solution, and as 
we are the stronger party we can take the 
first step-withont subjecting Canada to any 
humiliation, while it she took the initiative, 
being the weaker, it would look as if sho 
Was requesting a favor,” 

The warlike Senator would assume no dis- 
guises or indulge in unnecessary delay. 
“Canada,” he says ‘‘of course, will not come 
peacefully until she is ready, but in the 
meantime she should be cordially and carn- 
estly invited to come ; she shonld be invited 
to consider matters relating to the peace 
and prosperity of both countries, and they 
should be discussed in an amicable way and 
conciliatory spirit, There is no use of 
either siule putting on airs.

Improved Punctuation. 

It is strange that while persistent efforts 
have been made for years to reform the 
spelling of our language, no one bas thought 
it worth the while to call attention to some 
points of our system of punctuation. The 
marks of inquiry and of surprise could be 
used much more effectively if they wore wo 
bo put at the beginning us well as at toe end 
of a question or an exclamation. They are 
both so used in Spanish, only the mark, when 
put at the beginning of the sentence, is in- 
verted, 

Tho advantage of this use is plain. The 
reader needs to know at tho outset the char- 
acter of the sentence, that he may read it 
with the proper inflection. Our system of 
marking has led to the habit of giving the 
inflection at, or near, the end of the sen- 
tence, when properly it ought to be given 
upon some word at the beginning, 

Almost always the interrogative word is at 
the beginning of the question, and almost al- 
ways the inflection ought to be upon that 
word. It is plain thatit was so placed be- 
fore any marks of punctuation were used. 
If wo have not energy or industry enough to 
use two marks, then it would be an improve- 
ment to put the one we did use at the begin- 
ning of the question or of the exclamation. 

American printers are slow to adopt a real 
improvement in the use of the marks of 
quotation, found ix London printed books of 
some years past. Thisis the use of single 
marks before and after the quoted words, 
and of the double marks when a quotation 
occurs within a quotation. 

Tho method just reverses our practice The 
change ought to be popular, for it is in ac 
cordance with Max Muiler’s law of laziness, 
—Youth’s Companion. 

Her Majesty's Private Proporty. 

Queen Victoria's private estates extend 
over 57,372 acres, the annual rental, even at 
the lately depreciated prices, being £20,733. 
This docs not include Claremont, which in 
the year 1560 was granted to tho queen for 
life, with the reversion to thecountry. Some 
years ago her majesty, acting under tha ad- 
vice of Lord Sydney, purchased the property 
for the sum of £78,000, estimated at the time 
as being a little over balf its market value. 
It is said to be worth today £150,000. The 
queen also possesses property at Coburg, and 
the Princess Hohenlohe left her tho Villa 
Hohenlohe at Baden, ono of the best and 

108t Valuable residences in the place. As to 
Bonn property, there was « bequest of 
£250,000 left to her majesty by Sir James 
Camden Neild. This will was proved in 
1852, and at ‘the compound interest upon

The Bride Chosen for China's Eniperor. 

Wasureroy, Jan. 3.—The Department 
of State has been informed by the Minister 
of the United States at Pekin of the fol- 
lowing edict of the Empress Dowager, pub 
lished in The Pekin Gazette of Friday, Nov 
9, 18588: 

“The Emperor having recently succeed- 
ed to his exalted inheritance, and increas- 
ing day by day in maturity, it is becoming 
that he should select a virtuous consort to 
assist in the administration of the palace, 
to control the Emperor's official household 
and to encourage the Emperor himself in 
upright conduct. Let therefore, Yeh-ho- 
na-ln, a daughter of Deputy Lieutenant- 
General Knei Hsiang, whom we have se- 
lected for her dignified and virtuous charac- 
ter, become the Yimperor's consort.” 

A further edict of the same date reads 

‘Let Ta-ta-la, age 15 years, a daughter 
of Chang Hsii, formerly a vice-presidont of 
aboard, become the secondary consort of 
the first rank ; aud let Ta-ta-la, age 13, 
also daughter of Chang Haii, formerly vice- 
president of a board, become imperial con- 
cubine of the second rank. Respect this.” 

The Emperior has been reigning about 
fourteen years and is now 18 years of age. 


New York's Canals. 

Affsany, N. Y., Jan, 3.—-The report of 
the Superintendent of Public Works shows 
a decrease in canal traffic for 1888 of 612,857 
tons as compared with last year, Many 
reasons are assigned for the diminished ton- 
nage of the past season, chief of which are 
these: Prior to the opening of the canals 
the boatmen insisted upon higher rates than 
shippers were willing to pay, While the 
contest was being waged railroad managers 
stepped in and secured the carrying of the 
grain. The short crops, causing a decreased 
export trade, also worked against canal 
tonnage. Then again the Hutchison wheat 
corner retarded shipment, The number of 
new boats registered for the year was 85.

My scheme for the appointment of one 
Collector was not carried out, but resulted 
in giving what was equivalent to one salary 
to two Oollectors, thus saving a thousand 
dollars to ths city.

Tho Papal Question, 

Rome, Jan. 3.—The Reforma publishes 
an interview with Mr. Gladstone in which 
he repudiates the idea that Ireland under 
Home Rule would become a mere Papal in- 
strument.

HAYTI, 


The story of Hayti is, in some respecte, 
remarks the Montreal Gazette, one of the 
strangest in the annals of the: world.

Till the aftermath of the revo- 
lution broke up the old French social sys- 
tem and gave the slaves the mastery, it 
was, in all that makes life happy (apart 
from moral and spiritual ivfluences) a sort 
of earthly paradise.

The population may 
range from 550,000 to 760,000. The capital, 
Port-au-Prince has from 35,000 to 40,000, 
The last uprising took place after the re- 
signation of General Salomon, who was 
elected president in 1879 and resigned in 
1886, but had latterly grown unpopular. 
On his resignation in August a provisional 
government was formed and the election of 
@ constituent assembly ordered. The rivals 
for the presidency were Messrs. Thelemague 
and Legitime, the latter of whom being the 
people's choice, the former determined on 
acoup d'etat. In the ensuing struggle he 
was slain, leaving to ‘the army of the 
north” the task of avenging his death, 
Then came the blockade of the ports, Cape 
Hayti, Gonaives and St. Marc, the seizure 
of the American steamer Haytien Republic, 
and the bombardment of Cape Hayti, in 
which many lives were lost. Save for the 
mixing up of a foreign power in the 
struggle, the whole tro ible is but a repeti- 
tion of scenes that have been enacted over 
and over sgain, and will be repeated atill 
unless some great change overtakes the 


destinies of the republic,

BROOKLYN, Deo, 30.—In addition to con 
gregational singing at the Tabernacle today, 
Mrs. Florence Rico-Knox sang two appro 
priate sok I Rov. T. De Witt Talma 
D, D,, preached, taking for. his subject: 


“Barnlike Birthplaces." His text was; Yo 
shall find the babe wrapped in swaddling 
clothes, lying in & manger, And suddenly 
thore was with the angel a multitude of the 
heavenly host Luke ii, 12, 18 

At midnight from one of the galleries of 
the sky a chant broke, To au ordinary.ob 
server there was vo reason for such a colestial 
demonstration. A poor man and wife 
travelers, Joseph and Mary by name—had 
lodged in an outhonse of an unimportant vil- 
The supreme hour of solemnity had 
passed, and upon the pallid forehead and 
cheek of Mary God bad. seb the dignity, tho 
grandeur, the tenderness, the everlasting and 
divine significance of motherhood. 

But such scenes had often occurred in 
Bethlehem, yet never before had a star been 
unfixed, or had a baton of light marshaled 
over the hills a winged orchestra If there 
had been such brilliant and mighty recogni 
tion atan advent in the house of Pharaoh, 
or at an advent in the house of Cassar, or tho 
house of Hapsburg, or the house of Stuart, 
we would not so much have wondered: but a 
barn seems too poor af center for such deli- 
cate and archangelic circumference. The 
stage seams too small for so great an act, the 
music too grand for such unappreciative 
auditors, the window of the stable too rude 
to be serenaded by other worlds, 

No, six, No, madam. It is my joy this 
morning to tell you what was born that 
night in the village barn; and, as I want to 
make my discourse accumulative and climac- 
teric, T begin, in the first place, by telling 
you that night, in tho Bethlehem

mauger, was born (I,) encouragement for all 
the poorly started. Ho had only two friends 
—they his parents, No satin lined cradle, no 
delicate attentions, but straw, and the cattlo, 
and the coarse joke and banter of the camel 
drivers, No wonder the medimval painters 
represent the oxen as kneeling before thé 
{Infant Jesus, for there were no men there at 
that time to worship. Irom the depths of 
what poverty be rose, until today he is 
honored in all Christendom, and sits on the 
imporial throne iu Leaves. 
TUG MIGHTIEST NAME, 

What name is mightiest today in Christen- 
dom! Jesus. Who has more friends on 
¢arth than any other being? Jesus. Beforo 
whoin do the most thousands kneel in chapel 
and church and cathedral this hour? Jesus 
For whom could one hundred million souls 
be marshaled, ready to fight or die? Jesus. 
From what doptlis of poverty to what height 
of renown! And so let all those who are poorly 
started romember that they cannot be more 
poorly born, or more disadvantageously, 
than this Christ. . Let them look up to his 
example whilo they have time and eternity 
to imitate it, 

Do you know that the vast majority of the 
world’s déliverers had barnlike birthplaces ? 
Luther, the emaucipator of religion, born 
among the mines. Shakespeare, the emanci- 
pator of literature, bornin a humble home 
at Stratford-on-Avon. Columbus, the dis- 
coverer of a world, born in poverty at Genoa. 
Hogarth, the discoverer of how to make art 
nccumulative and administrative of virtuo, 
born in a humble home at Westmoreland. 
Kitto and Prideaux, whose keys unlocked new 
apartments in the Holy Scriptures which bad 
never been entered, born in want, Yea, I 
have to tell you that nine outof ten of the 
world’s deliverers, nine out of ten of the 
world’s messiahs—the messiahs of scle nce, 
the messiaks of law, the mossiahs of medi- 
cine, the messiahs of poverty, the messiahs 
of graud benevoleuce—were born in want. 

I suppow that when Herschel, the great 
astronomer, was born in the home of a poor 
musician, not only one star, but all the stars 
he afterwaril discovered, pointed down to his 
manger. I suppose when Haydn, the Ger- 
man composer, Was born in the humble homo 
of a poor wheelwright thatall the angels of 
music chanted over the manger,” Oh, what 
encouragement for those who are poorly 
started: Yo who think yourselves far down, 
aspire to go high up!

The American Customs People Bother 
About Certain Freight Cars. 
WaAsutnaron, Jan. 4.—Tho collector of 
customs at Detroit recently applied to the 
treasury department for information as to 
the dutiable character of certain empty cars 
belonging to the Canadian Pacific Railway 
Company brought into the Detroit district 
by the Michigan Central Railroad and 
which haye entered into use in domestic 
traffic within the limits of the United 
States, Assistant Secretary Maynard has 
| written the collector in reply that foreign 
built cars used in international traffic are 
not regarded as importations within the 
meaning of the law, but there is no record 
that the department has ever permitted the 
importation free of foreign built cars for 
| use wholly within the bounds of the United 
States, except in cases of certain postal 
cars. If the cars in question were brought 
in for the express purpose of being used 
between points in the United States via 
Canadian territory, they are livble to seizure 
wherever found. He sugges|\, however, in 
the absence of satisfactory cvidence, that if 
these illegal importations wore intentional, 
the proper course wonld be to demand pay- 
ment of duty from the officials of the rail- 
Way company on all the cars so used which 
have been brought in at Detroit. 


High Living Rained Baker. 

CLEVELAND, Jan, 4.—George A. Baker, 
one of the original stockholders of the 
Standard Oil Co., committed suicide in the 
Wedell honse yesterday by taking mwr- 
phine. Baker not long since was one of the 
millionaires of the town.

Ouyahoga, It was at LL o'clock last night 
when Engineer John Burns of tho Bee line 
bridge, at the foot of South Water stre: t, 
heard a obrill and piercing cry for help. 
Burns was then in the engine room eating 
his lunch, and as he was about to seo what 
tho trouble was he heard w rattling noise 
made by the iron braces of the bridge, and 
a moment later a splash. Ho hastened 
down the iron stairs and took a hasty glance 
into the river, where he saw the outlines of 
®& man struggling for dear life and attempt- 
ing to swim. He lost no time in reaching 
the river bank, and with the assistance of a 
boy he threw a plank to the drowning man, 
telling him not to give up and to awim to. 
ward shore, The man screamed at the top 
of his voice, uttering unintelligible sounds, 
his dark form came up for the last time and 
thon it disappeared into the bottom of the 
dirty stream. 

lt was then too Jate to render any sssist- 
ance and the engineer notified the police of 
the accident. Efforts were made to discover 
some object on the surface of the rivor to 
identify the drowned man by lighting 
bundles of raga saturated in coal oil and 
throwing them upon the water's surface. 
The lights illuminated the dark river for 
some distance around, but no trace of any 
of his belongings could be discoyered, 

At the time of the accident a train was 
about to switch upon the bridge and it is 
more than probable that the poor fellow 
was rattled and in his excitement he did 
not know on which track the train was 
coming, and making an effort to get out of 
the way stepped off the bridge. 

The switchman just north of the bridge 
saw the man as he passed his shanty. He 
was busy at the time, but looked at him as 
he seemed to glance into the shanty as he 
passed by. He was between 30 and 35 years 
of age, of medium height, but he does not 
remember if hia face was amooth or whether 
he wore a moustache. He paid no partic- 
ular attention to his clothes, 

‘If we had had a life preserver on the 
bridge,” said engineer Burns, *‘] could have 
saved that man’s life.’

The Crossing Cac. 

Orrawa, Jan. 4.—The Railway Commit- 
tee of the Privy Council this morning took 
up the applications of Railway Commissioner 
Martin a Manitoba for the crossings of the 
Pembina branch, the Manitoba and South- 
western branch and the main line of the 
Canadian Pacific Railway at Portage la 
Prairie. After some discussion, which was 
followed by ao private conference of the 
committee, Sir John Thompson made this 
announcement of the decision arrived at : 

“As regards the crossing of the main 
track insthe village of Portage la Prairie by 
the Portage extension of the Red River 
Valley Railway, that will stand over for 
further _ consideration. As regards the 
other two crossings of the Pembina Moun- 
tain branch and the Manitoba and South- 
western Railway, we have come to the con- 
clusion that the crossings should be put in 
by the Canadian Pacific Railway at the 
expense of the Kailway Commissioner 
of Manitoba; that the crossings shall 
be maintained ot the expense of 
the Commissioner, that the  semi- 
phores shall be put in and maintained 
and the lights maintained at the expense of 
the Commissioner; that the Canadian Pacific 
Railway have precedence of trains. We 
decline to allow any rental and have nothing 
to do with the costs. The works to be exe- 
cuted under the supervision of officers to 
be appointed by the Minister of Rail vays.” 

The application of the Canadian Pacific 
Railway for permission to cross the street 
railway at London was postponed until 
Jan, 15, as was also {)\o application of 
gerney-General Martin) for approval of 

e plans of bridges crossing the Assiniboine 
River, 

On Mr, Gormully asking approval of the 
application of the Northern Pacific and 
Manitoba Railway to cross the Canadian 
Pacific Railway at Brandon, Mr. Clark ob- 
jected on the ground that the company ap- 
plying had no existence. Under an agree- 
ment with the Manitoba Government the 
Northern Pacific Railway Company was 
constructing a railway to the international 
boundary to connect with the Duluth and 
Manitoba Railway. Tho railway was being 
constructed to a point not within the pra- 
vince, but under the British North America 
Act such o road could only be sanotioued 
by the Dominion Parliament.

He relied to a great extent on the queen’s ex- 
treme abstemiousness, but ady'sed me alwaye 
to have within reach a bottle of sweet oil of 
filmonds, which I was to renew from time to 
time; this oil and milk being, as is well 
known, the surest antidote for the irritation 
caused by corrosive poisons. 

“One of the queen's habits particularly dis- 
turbed her physician. Powdered sugar was 
always to be found in her dressing room, and 
frequently, without calling an attendant, she 
would put some spoonfuls into a tumbler of 
Water when she wished to drink, 

“It was agreed that I should pound a large 
quantity of sugar privately; that I should 
always carry some boxes in my bag, and 
three or four times a day, when I happened 
to be in her majesty’s room, should substi- 
tute fresh sugar for that in the sugar dish. 

“Wo knew that the queen would have pre- 
vented every precaution of this kind, but we 
kept it concealed from her, One day, how- 
ever, sho surprised me when making the 
change of which [ have just spoken, and told 
mo she was sure it was ay operation con- 
certed with M. Vicq-d’Azyr, but that I was 
taking useless trouble. ‘Remember,’ she said, 
‘that no one will employ a grain of poison 
againstime, The Brinvilliers do not belong 
to the present generation.

Mow to Have Healthy Swine. 

Keep large and small separate and not 
more than ten in a lot, ri 

Feed regwarly and liberally of wholesom 
food, always some bulky food, and let each 
feed be eaten up clean before more is given. 

Give wallowing places ashes, charcoal and 
salt, and plenty of exercise in timber pastures 


yielding shade, roots, nuts, acorns, ete. But 
no doubly soured slops, 
Provide ventilated shelters from wind, 


rain and snow, but no jitter. Hogs with 
litter get too warm. If you wish disease, 
put your hogs to the straw pile, 

Maintain cleanliness in all thing Breed 
only mature animals, and never from a show 
herd. The offspring of immature or pam- 
pered animals is predisposed to disease, 

Give pure water, from deep wells protected 
from surface water” Well. water is not 
freezing cold in winter nor lukewarm in 
summer, Water from creeks (unless fed by 
springs), ponds or pools is disease breeding. 

Pigs should be farrowed in early spring 
and kept only on growing foods—wilk, bran 
slops, oats, green rye, grasses, clover, sweet 
corn—until late fall; then fatten rapidly, on 
corn mostly, but also green rye, blue grass, 
pumpkins, boiled potatoes and turnips, with 
bran, steamed clover lay, ete.—American 
Agriculturist,

as the electric refining machine, They 
might look, but they mustn't touch. ‘They 
could sve that the veiled mystery was toy 

like in size They were allowed to thump 
on the Loorin order to satisfy thomselves 
that there were no trap-doors, and to look 
around the room, as perchance thore might 
be a refining mill in concealment. 

Then ‘Professor’ Freund would point to 
his other ‘‘property,”’ a barrel of raw sugar. 
Ho would then exclude his visitors, per- 
mitting them, however, first to set watch. 
ers by the house to prevent any collusion 
from without, and would shut himself into 
tho operating-room with his wife. Tho ex 
pelled investigators were kept waiting for 
about ten minutes, and then invited into 
the room, There they would find an empty 
barrel, a sample of beautifully granulated 
refined sugar, and a self-satisfied ‘ Pro- 
fessor,” 

But, with all his offorts to achieve 
remunerative notoriety from hisinvention,it 
was not until about a year ago thatthe 
Eléctric Sugar Refining Company ‘was 
formed. W. H. Cotterill, who was olected 

resident, is said to have been a solicitor in 
fondant and it is believed that J, A. 
Robertson, the treasurer, was formerly con- 
nected with the ship-building business in 
Scotland. The company secured the office 
at No, 69 Wall-street, and issued 10,000 
shares of stock of a par value of $100 a 
share. In England 3000 shares were sold 
at prices varying from $625 to $2004 share. 
No less than 526 Englishmen took shares in 
the company. It is estimated that in all 
$1,000,000 was received for shares, 

When Mr, Cotterill and others went to 
the refinery last week to set ull doubts at 
rest they bulldozed the Cerberus on guard 
into admitting them into one of the secret 
work rooms, There they saw all the raw 
sugar that had ever gone into the place on 
pretence of being refined still there, un- 
touched, unchanged. They found barrels of 
sugar refined by the ordinary procoss, and 
it was at once made plain to them that this 
was what had been tuken to the refinery by 
the truck-load, disguised in big wooden 
cases marked in black letters ‘Machinery !” 

The second room was «a regular proof- 
room, clad in sheet iron, and the company’s 
officers were not able to enter it until yes- 
terday morning. They then took some 
workmen with them, and broke in upon it 
violently from the room above, cutting a 
hole through the ceiling. They found that 
it was an ordinary sieve-room, equipped for 
the sieving process, which divides the sugar 
into various grades, according to its fine- 
ness. Having broken up, ground and sorted 
their prepared sugar, it was easy enough for 
the ‘‘clectrical refiners” to send it down the 
shoots into barrels at a speed that astonish- 
ed outside beholders, and so complete the 
fraud. 

“Professor” Freund died last March and 
left his precious secret in charge of his wife. 
It is said that she holds 5250 of the com- 
psny’s shares. \Varrants have been issued 
in Liverpool for her apprehension and that 
of her stepfather, W. KE. Howard, a direc- 
tor of the company. ‘They arein Michigan, 
however. Mrs. Freund says that no fraud 
was intended. ‘Tho company wanted re- 
fined sugar direct from cane juice, which 
was not the contract, and which her hus- 
band's process could not do. She also says 
she has another secret for making sugar 
from grapes, which the company want to 
get, and that they are taking the present 
course to secure it.

BERLIN’S LOYALTY, 


Ways in Which Devotion te the 
Kaiser is Exhibited. 


Lentrs, Jan.6.—Somany went to the opera 
house on Iriday to see a dress rehearsal of 
a play relating to the Furst Hohenzollern, 
Elector of Brandenborg, that the authori- 
ties directed a change in the plot on the 
ground that it reflected on the royal family. 

Tho Landtag is convoked for Jan. 14. A 
measure will be presented increasing the 
King's civil list by 3,000,000 marks, this 
sum being additional to the amount request- 
edfrom the Reichstag. The semi-official 
papers argue that the allowance should be 
more, that according to the feeling in Ber- 
lin it ought to be double the amount asked 
for. 

The loyalty of the Berliners toward the 
Emperor has led to a caution from The 
North German Gazette against crowding 
upon the carriages of the imperial party 
when out driving. It says that apart from 
the accidents which occur from these causes 
too impetuous crowding upon Their Majes- 
ties is incompatible with that feeling of 
respect which ought to be shown to 
them and the absence of which deprives 
the demonstration of the character of a 

enuine ovation. With regard to the 
hrowing of letters and petitions into the 
Emperor's carriage, it is argued that it is 
better to deliver such documents at the 
Court Marshal's office. 

Tho Reichsanzeiger publishes a rescript 
from Emperor William to Prince Bismarck, 
bearing date Dec. 31. It reads: 

DEAR PRINCE: Tho year which has brought 
us such heavy visitations and such irrovocable 
losses draws to anend, itis aioy and asolace 
to think that you still stand loyally by my sido 
with fresh strength to ontor upon Lhe new year, 
From my whole heart I invoke upon you hap-

Montreal s Clearing House. 

Montreal, Jan, 6,—The clearing house 
established by the city banks goes into 
operation on Monday. The Merchants’ 
Bank have given the use of a room in their 
building. A manager will be appointed by 
each of the banks in turn, and every morn- 
ing a clerk and a mossenger from each bank 
will attond at tho clearing-house at 10 
o'clock to deliver to and receive from each 
other the checks,drafts and notes which are 
payable by each to the other, these being 
made up in packages, Atthe same time a 
statement will be handed from each bank to 
the manager*showing the amount due by or 
to each bank, to or from each other bank. 
Between 12 und 12.30 the representatives of 
the different banks will pay to or receive 
from the Clearing: Bank, which the Bank of 
Montreal has agreed to become, the amount 
so appearing due, thus doing away with the 
trouble and labor attending the system now 
followed, by which each bank collects daily 
from the other banks the amount due on its 
exchanges. The system adopted is o 
simple one and free from all expense,

Reader, did you ever go shopping? If 
your inclination is in that direction, it can 
be gratified to any extent in New York. 
The city is divided east and west by Broad- 
way ; one block west of Broadway, in the 
upper part of the city, say at 29ch street, 
brings you to Sixth Avenue, where are lo- 
cated most of the mammoth establishments. 
Passing down street either by elevated 
road or street cars, you are soon at O'Noil’s, 
whose immense establishinent frow cellar 
to roof is filled with every conceivable arti- 
cle for sale. ‘The purchasers, it is needless 
to say, are principally the fair sex, and—I 
will risk a curtain lecture here—to rise and 
remark that whilst the husbands are slaving 
down town to make money honestly if they 
can, dishonestly if they must, the wives 
and daughters are making it fly in up town 
stores, for the crowd of female purchasers 
is dense, and of all classes and conditions 
in lite. Here will be found the New York 
girl, whose badge of citizenship is her dia- 
mond ear-rings.

NURSERY PRODUCTS. 


United States Nurscrymen Asking a Duty 


on Importations from Canada, 


WASHINGTON, Jan, 
Baker of New York, in whose district are 


located many nurseries representing large 
capital, has been in communication with 
nurserymen throughout the country with 
reference to the action which should be 
taken by the Senate Finance Committee 


relative to the tariff duty on nursery pro: 
ducts imported trom Canada. At present 
the importation of these products is free, 


and although the importation of United 
States products into Canada isalso nominally 


free,it is said the Canadian authorities have 
thrown such restrictions and regulations 
around the importation or propose such 
measures that the American producer is 
discriminated against, and the advantages 
of free exchange are not reciprocal, 

It is suggested as w remedy that a duty 
be placed on nursery products imported 
from Canada, and Mr. Baker is preparing 
a brief to be submitted tothe finance com- 
mittee embodying the views of the nursery- 
men upon the question of protecting them 
from any unfriendly legislation of the Ouna- 
dian Parliament, They have not yet de- 
termined upon the rate of daty which they 
think should be imposed, but Mr, Baker 
expects to hear from them on thi subject 
before he appears before the committee,

cheap price, into refined sugar of unequaled | 
purity, The samples of ite work were pro- 
nounced of uvexampled purity by the beat 
authorities of both continenta Sugar refiners 
beget to quail at the prospecta the new dis- 
covery preselited. Even the sugar trust began 
to fear tle opposition of the new company and 
fabulous prices were offered for the purchase 
of the sroret. Sample aftor sample of Freund's 
work wos exhibited and’ caused the greatest 
intereat in the trade.

They usually trundle the 
pouderous machine Within the huge iron 
gates on slorugé over night, and its hiro ib 
promptly deposited with the young lady ip 
charge. This young lady is the daugbter of 
the mos éxtelisive maker of street orgnos ip 
London, as lie is one of thé Most extonsive ip 
the world. She bas been brilliantly edu- 
cated. Of Italian birth, sho also speaks three 
or four other tongues. Sho can, in addition, 
manage tho soveral varieties of Itulian dia- 
lects. She is beautiful, ebeis graceful, she 
is full of tact, In her dealings with ‘these 
curious people she manages always to pre 
serve thoir intensd regard forher, And the 
Italians are much moved by their emotions. 
Their sysivm of bookkeeping, if Arcadian, ia 
certainly upright. Tho money for the érgan 
hire, if there are two in btisinéss, is divided 
down to oven an odd half pentiy each, and 
grimly paid into the treasury presided over 
by the beautiful Nineteenth century young 
Pandora, 

There is one organ which makes its weekly 
appearance in London which is in chargo of 
a small family, There are man and wife, 
sister of wife, little girlof4anda baby. The 
latter is carried about in a rude sort of per- 
ambulator, This is a box cushioned and 
fastened at tha back of the piano organ, 
When it rains a small awning is stretched 
nbove the box, When it shiues the baby lies 
there slcopiug sometimes, often wide awake, 
Staring iuyound eyed wonder at this great 
world about it, at the leaden skies or sunny 
atmosphere, as happens. The baby is often 
carried by the mother, and again sho rests 
her weariod limbs on some fricudly doorstep, 
nursing aud crooning to her little one in a 
way tenderly peculiar to mothers, whether 
peeress or peasant, Compassionate house- 
maids sometinies give the poor body a cup of 
tea und piece of bread and batter, Shwe looks 
her thanks from ber great, wistful eyes, and 
says over ull the broken English she has 
command of. 

The 4-year-old is a bread winner, She 
sings and dances, keeping herselfin tinie nod 
tune with an odd pair of wee castauets. And 
how thatchild can sing, tobesure! Ib is a 
mystery where she learned the scores of 
operatic airs which tumble from her little 
quivering throat to her lips. The wife's sis- 
ter helps by turns with tho care of the baby, 
and also joins in ducts with tbe little girl, 
scarce more than a baby. When first I 
noticed the family tho wife was carryivg the 
present 4-year-old as she carries tho current 
baby. There was no sister. She came on 
the sceno evidently with thoadvent of the 
present small member of the family. She 
can speak no word of English. Tho futber is 
the best English linguist of the party, aud he 
adds a strong flavor of Italy to his talk. 
They seem 4 contented little party and have 
many good friends, who delight to listen to 
their really excellent organ and the quaint 
singing of little Lucia, for her name is 
operatic, you see, 

District Bible visitors in the Saffron bill 
region, the veritable Italian quarter of Lon- 
don, say that, as a rule, these people live 
quict, peaceful lives, aud thoso only ary trou- 
blesome who are balf breed Italians and 
English mixed. Such are decked ont in gor- 
geous head handkerchiefs and big hoop ear- 
rings, and are usually members of the lowest 
type of creatures who baunt the streets. But 
the genulne Italian girls are virtuous and 
simple. They bave a Catholic church in 
their particular parish. Ouce a day on Sun- 
days a sermon is preached in their own Jan- 
guage. So they bave uo luck of religious 
training. Sundays being a day of rest to the

Tho Cause of Crouking Shoes, 

Many people object to machine sewed shoes 
on account of the creaking they make when 
walked in, This creaking is nover beard in 
ahand sewed shoe. Tho hand sewed shoes 
are from $1.50 to 82 Ligher in price than the 
machine sowed shoes, Tho reason that ma- 
chine sewed shoes creak whon walked in is 
that tho soles are sowed to tho uppers through 
aud through with one thread, whiloin band 
sowed shoes what is called tho *'welv” is sewed 
by hand to the uppers and the outer sole is 
sewed to the welt, Tho band sewed shoes do 
not wear better than tho machine sewed, but 
they are more comfortable, aud adjust them- 
selves to the foot more readily. 

Several inventions have been mado to ob- 
Viate tho creaking difficulty, and one line of 
goods is made by machinery which it is 
claimed no one can detect os a machine made 
article. It has the samo flexibility and soft 
ness, and does not creak, and is ao half 
cheaper. The shoes are made in men’s, 
women’s and children’s sizes, and some re- 
tailers are adopting them altogether in place 
of tho band sewed shoes for this year's trade.

ESCAPED FROM SING SING. 


Convict Montgomery gues Down the Walls 
ona Rope Ladder. 


Stno Sto, Jan. 8.—Keopor Michael T. 
Garvey took aZgang of convicts to the roof 
of the main prison yesterday to make some 
repairs, Among the men was James Mont- 
gomery, aged 42, alias James Lewis, alias 

ames Buckling, alias James Austin, who 
was sentenced by Judye Gildersleeve of New 
York to tive years’ imprisonment for burg- 
lary March 25, 1887 

Keeper Garvey, who is a roofer by trade, 
was not satistied with the way the work 
was being done, and knelt down to show 
the men a few tricks of the trade, His 
back was hardly turned before Montgomery 
threw over the parapet a little rope ladder 
which he had concealed under his 
coat, and slid down opposite the window of 
Warden Brush’s bathroom. He pulled 
open the window, shot in and dashed down 
the hall and front stairs. Here he stopped 
a few minutes, recovered his breath and 
took off his coat. He turned it inside out 
and throw it negligently over his shoulder. 


Passing out of the south entrance of 
the warden's residence he made his 
way across the garden in front and out 


through the little wicket gate into the 
road, He scemed in no hurry, and in fact 
all his movements were murked by the 
utmost deliberation, He looked around ao 
few moments and then sauntered down the 
road toward Sparta, a little villagé a mile 
south of Sing Sing anda half mile from 
the prison. On the road he passed several 
people, who looked at his convict garb, but 
who never supposed that he was escaping. 

Near Sparta he was seen by George Gisler 
and Michael Gisler, who believod hit to be 
An escaping convict. Spurred on by the stand- 
ing reward of $50 for the capture of aconvict, 
they started toward him. ‘he burglar sprang 
forward like a deer and rushedinto the woods 
back of the village. His pursuers could now 
and again catch «a glimpse of the striped 
suitas the convict hurried in and out 
among the naked trees, 

The Gislers made a detour and suddenly 
came fave toface with their man. The 
burglar's lips were firmly set and his eyes 
fixed steadily on the nen. They advanced, 


and as they approached he pulled o 
long knife from under his jacket, and 
said in slow, measured tones: ‘I will kill 


the first man who lays hands onme.” There 
was no mistaking the burglar’s intentions, 
for he held the knife back over his 
shoulder ready to do murder for his liberty. 
Michael Gisler, a nephew of the two 
men, came into the wood, where his 
nocles hed the convict at bay. He drew 
his revolver, and told the burglar that un- 
less he dropped his knife he would bore a 
hole through him. The convict never 
winced. Young Gisler fired a shot that 
whizzed by Montgomery's head. The con- 
vict knew that tho bullet was not fired to 
kill, and laughed at the men. Another 
shot was fired, and again the burglar 
laughed, at the same time retreating deeper 
into the woods, 

Keeper Robinson of the prison came into 
the woods at this moment. ‘Shoot him,” 
he cried, “if he does not surrender, and 
shoot to kill!” Young Gisler leveled his 
pistol again and advanced on the convict, 
Lbe barrel was pointed at the man’s heart, 
and there was no trace of pity on the face of 
the holder of the weapon. He did not 
speak a word,, but approached steadily. 
The convict watched hini until within five 
feet and then he dropped his knife. He 
was taken back to the prison, and, when 
Principal Keeper Connaughton said he was 
glad tosce him, he repiied: ‘Well, you 
came near pever sceiny me avain. I have 
been planning this escape ever since I have 
been here,” 

The little rope ladder was made of pieces 
of marline knotted toyvether and stray bits 
of wood. A hammor handle formed one of 
the three ruvgs, No one knows whore the 
convict got the rope and knife, 

Montgomery has always been regarded as 
a desperate prisoner, aud has a record for 
escaping. Ho sorved a previous term in 
Sing Sing. He escaped from Dannemora 


Prison, but was recaptured, and about 
five years ago while serving a term 
f burglariy in the New Jersoy 


Siute Prison at Trenton, escaped and mack 
his way into the woods in the depth of win- 
ter. ‘Vhere he wandered about for two 
wecks, until be wasnearly dead from 
vation and exposure and gay

HYPPOLITE’S TROOPS ADVANCING 
ON PORT-AU-PRINCE 


| The Canuiballistic Rites of Voudootsm Re

Port-au-Prixck, Hayti, Doc. 30.—As 
| this despatch is being written the doposition 
ofLegitime by tho dissatisfied citizens of 
tho capital o1 by tho advancing victorious 
| troops of the North under Hyppolite 
appears to be shortly expected by all but 
the immediate supporters of Logitime, He 
has thrown into prison all the prominent 
cltizons and residents of the North in 
PortaurPrinco suspected of opposing him. 

Three battlos havo been fousht and lost 
by Logitime in tho pas» ten days, The 
first, near Hiraho, was most disastrous, fol- 
lowed by an engagement on Dec. 22 a 
fow miles northeast from here. During 
the rapid retreat on the capital two 


divisions of the Southorn army, under Gen, | 


San Flein Paul and Gen. Rosa, deserted to 
the pursuing Northerners. Both these 
RecA had supported Gen, Thelamaquo, 
ut had been bribed by Legitime to support 
kim with their armics recruited in the 
central and northern departments, Gen. 
Paul was captured and shot by sentenco of 
a drum head court-martial ater Hyppolite, 
Gon. Rosa cacaped and sought protection at 
the French Minister's at Port-au-Prince. 

A stand was made the next day at a 
rising knoll of ground by the dispirited 
army of tho South, but they wero 
able to stand but a short timo 
cons Hyppolite’s assaults. Tho army 
of the North are ontrenching them- 
solves some twenty miles pepe Port-au- 
Princo, compéeting thei lines of 
communication, re-organizing their aug: 
mented army and awaiting the arrival 
of recently purchased arms — and 
munitions of war. They are also devastating 
the great agricultural section where they 
are now encamped and from which Logitime 
received the greater portion of his stgyplics. 

Gen. Hyppolite, having been elected 
and declared Proyincial President by the 
central and northern departments, on his 
captufe of tho capital will demand 
a congress of deputies from all the depart- 
anent Pre- 
nidént,’ declating Legitime’s election uncon- 
titutional and void. He will probably then 


be the only candidate in the field. 


Reports of defeats and desertions have 
raised to a high pitch of excitement the in- 
habitants of this section, and hence Legi- 


time/is imprisoning all the possible 
ringleaders in & revolt against him. 
He » is showing feat activity in 
securing ‘‘volunteers’ through press 


gangs, who seize the laborers in the fields 
and bring them to the barracks, frequently 
in chains to provent their escaping. 
Withoutdaw life and property are unsafe 
in this section. Excesses of every kind aro 


the rule. The horrid cannibalistic 
rites of Voudooism are revived 
and reports reach this city of a meeting 
of several thousand hristmas night 


near Jacmel and the sacrifice of a young 
girl and the greedy scramble for some por- 
tion of the half.cooked flesh: The devasta- 
tion of the central part of the Island 
has been the cause of the robbery 
of recently buried bodies and the payouring 
of thesame. These are well authenticatec 
facts. Tho inhabitants of the  in- 
terior aré oven more degraded than 
their African ancestors. They are rarely 
brought in contact with any evidence of 
civiliZition and can eusily be led by any 
scheming adventurer, 

Gens Auguste, a resident of the North, 
has been thrown into the military prison 
here and his assassination is feared, The 
capital is denuded of troops and mob rule is 
feared. 

The French minister by his open backing 
of Logitime is most unpopular. ‘The schoon- 
erAurora was captured in San Domingo 
waters ; her mail bag, weighted with lead, 
was scized before it could be thrown over- 
board, the “letters opened and found 
to contain statements implicating some 
30 persons in Port-au-Prince, most of 
whom were previously unsuspected. All 
have been thrown into prison. Many hold 
high positions in Legitime’s Government. 
The seizere of the vessel in foreign waters 
was another high handed outrage. The 
cargo of provisions was instantly appropri- 
ated as being much needed, 

The whole Haytian navy consisting of 
some 8 vessels occupied the inner harbor 
Dec, 24 and 25 thus rendering null and void 
any previous blockade. The steamship 
Haytien Republic is still in the hands of 
Admiral Luce. 

It is claimed thet Legitime has appropri- 
ated to his own privy purse all tho rermain- 
der of the cash in the treasury and will flee 
an his fastest gunboat as soon as his fall is 
by assured fact.

The Annual Convention at Smith's Falls, 

Saura’s Faurs, January 8.—The anoual 
convention of the Dairymen’s Association 
of Eastern Ontario was opened in the Opera 
House here this morning.

The president in opening spoko of the 
pleasure it gave him as a native of this 
locality to preside at the dairyman’s con- 
vention in Smith's Falls and to meet once 
more with the dairymen in convention.

An- 
other point to which the attention of the 
Government should be drawn was the adul- 
teration of milk, The speaker thought that 
the fines imposed for the adulteration of 
milk sent to factories should go, not to the 
municipality, but to the factory, after 
the payment of costs of the prosecution 
of the offender, Healso urged the establish- 
ment of dairy schools for winter instruc- 
tion. 

Prof.-Roberts, of Ithaca, N. Y., took ad- 
vantage of the opportunity offered by the 
‘question box” to introduce and speak on 
the subject of annexation, which he favored. 

Interesting addresses on various topics 
were given by Profs, Roborts, Harris, Rob- 
ertson and Mr, Quile, of Carleton.

MANY PEOPLE KILLED IN PENNSYL~ 


VANIA, 


vor Sixty Lives Lost In the Neluliborhood 


of Keading—A Stik Mill Kiows Down 

Upow 250 Tarantes 

READING, Pa, Jan, 9.—This was the saddest 
might in the history of Reading. A death-like | 
pall hange upon the city in consequence 
of the most horribl disaster it How 
over known, A hundred householders 
aro in mournityy as the result of one 
of the pe t calamities in Ponnsylvania 

A cyclone aweptover the northern seotion 
of the city and Ind erything within 


ita reach, with a terri sotlita. The livos 
that have been sucriticed and the number that 
have boon injured can only be estimated, 
The oily reliable computation to-night ia that 
not Jess than sixty persons lave been killed 
outright and 100 jijured. 

Persoiis residing along the track of thestorm 
gay tliatthey saw the tiese signs of danger in 
a fuunel-*laped Maelstrom which seemed to 
Rather up eve ry Ghitiy within its reach nnd cast 
itright aud Jefe, Out in the couutry houses 


and barus were unroofed, fac  out- 
buildings overturned, crops rooted up 
aud destruction apread in every 


direction. ‘The cyclone cume from the west 
but passed along the nortlorn border of Read- 
ing 

Hirst it touched the Mt, Penn stove works. 
Here the cornerof the building was struck 
aud a portion of the roof was cut off as nicely 
as if done with a pair of scissors, 

A silk mill in which 250 virls were employed 
blew down just before the hour for quituiug 
work, 

About the same time there was an explosion 
and fire in the sane neighborhood, by which 
eight men were burned to death. 

Everything is confusion. The loss of life is 
probably inuch Leavier thao at tirse reported.

How a Carcicss Huploye Was Killed, 

MOonTREAL, Jan. 10.—The Coroner held 
an inquest yesterday at the Notre Dame 
Hospital upon the remains of H. Lanctot, 


who died at that institution from 
injuries sustained on the CG P. R. 
line. The deceased and three other 
men were sent to) Blue Bonnets 


with a smull hand car to get some spikes, 
op Dec, 31, and having hilled their box 
fixed it on the car ior the return jour- 
ney. Prior to leaving, one of the 
méb, named Gaumond, bad a bottle of 
whisky, and each of them had a couple 
of drinks apiece, Then they hitched 
their caron to ® train that was starting 
for Montreal, the engine and tender being 
at the rear, and the men,quite unknown to 
the driver, took off the coupling pin ond 
attaoned themselves to the etigine. Just 
at the start one of the men, named Aubin, 
got frightened and jumped off, while Gau- 
mond was also afraid, and after advising his 
companions to release thomselves, jumped 
on to the buck of the engine, Only tho de- 
ceased and Cantin were therefore left, and 
just as the train got up to a speed of twenty- 
five or thirty miles an hour three of the 
hand car wheols broke, but Cantin kept a 
firm hold of the pin and jumped on the en- 


gine, while the deceased and the car 
were violently hurled from tho track. As 
soon as the train could be backed the 


unfortunate man was found quite uncon- 
scious, with his skull fractured and bleeding 
from the and mouth, After 
hearing the evidence of severul witnesses, 
the jury came to the conclusion that death 
had resulted accidentaly, and returned a 
verdict to that effect, imputing blame to 
no one.

An Electric Light Malady, 

Itis a fatality that whatover is dono to 
mako life moro endurable creates now do- 
mands for tho exercise of medical skill. Sani- 
tarians, for instance, have been looking for- 
ward to tho time when gas illumination would 
bo superseded by electric ‘lighting. It is 
found, however, that tho latter has created a 
now malady, which for tho timo is known aa 
clectric prostration. According to Tho Lan- 
cot, several cases are reported from Creusot, 
in Franco, tho sufferers being workers in the 
factory of tho Schneider company, Tho light 
exceeds 100,000 candlo power, and it ap- 
pears that it is this excess of light, and 
not tho heat, which produces-the nervous 
symptoms. “A painful sensation in the 
throat, faco and temple is first noticed, then 
tho skin becomes a coppery red, and irrita- 
tion is felt about tho eyes; much lachryma- 
tion ensues, and these symptoms then disap 
pear, whilst the skin peels off in fivo days. 
Tho effects aro comparable to those produced 
by walling over fresh snow in tho cunligbt, 
and may be regarded asasort of ‘sunburn- 
ing.’ Probably thero aro causes in Creusot 
which contributo to tho illness. It isnot un- 
common to find people who work under the 
electric light for a long timo becoming brown, 
as if thoy were exposed to tho cun’s rays; but 
hitherto it was supposed’ that tho color was 
an indication of a favorablo atmosphere.”— 
New York Homo Journal.

Threw a Lighted Lamp at Him. 


Brooktyn, Jan. 10.—On April 5, 1885, 
Henry Gaynor, a young man wiois in tho 
employ of the Brooklyn City Railroad Com- 
pany mafried Mary Elien, who was then a 

andsome girl scarcely out of her teens, 
He provided a comfortable home for his 
oung wife at 1290 Myrtle-avenue, and they 
ivel hoppily together until January, 
1888, when, he says, his wife became addicte 
eu to drink, and trom that time dated the 
downfall of the Gnce happy couple. } 

The husband sought the counsel of Law- 
yer Baldwin F, Strauss of Brooklyn, and, as 
& result, proceedings looking toward a lim- 
ited divorce have been begun. In his com- 
plaint Gaynor says that on May 12 last bis 
wife threw a lighted lamp at. him, which 


struck him on the left hand and 
almost set fire to the house. On tho 
fame occasion he says that his wife 


beat and maltreated his children. On Oot, 
16 lost, he further alleges that his wife 
picked up a heavy drinking glass and threw 
it at him, striking him on the head and 
inflicting a severe gash. On various other 
occasions she bas assaulted him, he says, 
and ill-used the children.

Profitable Blockade Running. 

, New York, Jan. 10.—As was surmised 
at tie time she sailed, Gonaives was the real 
destination of the steamer Alert, which ar- 
rived here at a Iste hour Sunday night. 
Finding no demand for her cargo at Port de 
la Paix, she ran into Gonaives on the 19th, 
in the darkness, with all lights extinguished, 

“We found the steamer William Caul- 
man in the harbor, having come in for a 
load of coffee,” said one of tho crow yes- 
terday. ‘Another blockade-runner had 
taken it all the day before and the Caul- 
man took in logwood instead. In the 
morning, when our arrival was known, 
at least 2000 people flocked to the shore 
to welcome us, The poor devils were 
nearly starved and looked upon us as 
deliverers. It isan actual fact that there 
were only two barrels of pork in the place 
and about twenty thousand people to eat it, 
Our cargo was sold almost before we could 
land and the people, among whom there 
were fur or five priests, knelt down on the 
sands, weeping for joy, and thanked God 
for sondi»~ thom relief, i 

“The gunboat Dessalines had been there 
a few days before and had sheiled the town, 
but the damage was trivial. She sent eight 
sailors ashore ata point near Gonaives to 
get fresh water. They were set upon by the 
natives. Five of them were killed and the 
remaining three tied upon horses, Mazeppa 
fashion, and jailed at Gonaives. We took 
on a load of logwood and left Gonaives on 
Dec. 30, coming directly hcrs.”

A New York Joss Honse 

New York, Jan. 10,—Chinatown was 
ina glow of happiness yesterday, It was 
the day appointed for the removal of Joss 
from the old temple over the store of Yuet 
Sing, at No. 10 Chatham square, to the new 
and more elegant temple on the third floor 
of No. 16 Mott street. 

There was no ceremony attending tho re-, 
moval, and at cvening the scene in the new 
temple was one of great disorder. Chinese 
carpenters, painters and decorators were 
still at work embellishing the room, which 
will, when completed, be equal, it is said. 
in grandeur to any temple in the Celestial 
Kingdom. { 

‘due new temple being much larger than 
the old, it will require more furniture. To 
meet this requirement a new and richly 
carved altar table, several handsomely 
carved ebony chairs, inlaid with pearl, and 
alargeamount of bric-a-brac and costly 
ornaments have been imported from China. 
There will he great rejoicing to-day 
among the Mongolians, who will gather 
from all parts of this city, Brooklyn and 
New Jersey to colebrate the dedication of 
their new house of worship. ‘Tho buildin 
in which the new temple is located is owne 
by the Chineso, aud, with the sepairs, has 
cost nearly $50,000. 


A Jail Pull of Murderers, 

New York, Jan. 10.—Shoriff Flack re- 
ceived the official notification from Govy- 
ernor Hill yesterday morning of the com- 
mutation of Adolph Reich's sentence. He 
will go to Sing Sing to-day. A happier 
man than Reich would be hard to find. 
Sheriff Flack at once surrendered the 
prisoner to Warden Osborne's custody, 
and the death watch was relieved. The 
suit of clothes provided by the Sheriff for 
the execution is an objecty of horror to 
Reich now, but he has packed it away 
with his other belongings, and it will be 
given to bis son. 

Reich obtained the Wardon’s permission 
to say good-bye to Giblen, Lewis, Packen- 
ham, Carlin and Carlton, the five death- 
sentenced men now in the Tombs, and the 
spectacle presented when he did so—the ill- 
suppressed exultation of the fortunate man, 
and the onvy of the five whose hopes aro 
fading—was one that could have taught a 
shrewd observer much.

THE RAILWAY COMMITTEE. 


Attornoy-Goneral Martin's Application to 
(ross the © PF. 1's Main Line Postponed. 
Orrawa, Jan, 10.—The Railway Com- 

mittée of the Privy Council met -to-day, 

Hon. J. H. Pope, Sir Hector Langevin, Sir 

John ‘Thompson and Hon. John Carling being 

ae The application of the Canadian 
*acilic Railway to cvoss the street railway 

at London was postponed until the nexd 

meeting of the committee on Feb, 5, 

The application of Attorney General Mar- 
tin for approyal of the plans for crossing the 
main line of the Canadian Pacific Railway abt 
Portage la Prairie was taken up. Mr, Clark, 
solicitor for the Canadian Pacific Railway, 
objected to granting the application until it 
was settled whether the Red River Valley 
Railway would connect with the Manitoba 
and Northwestern, asif they did not the 
latter road would also apply for right to 
crossand the Canadian Pacific Railway, 
while willing that there should be one cross- 


ing ot Portage la Prairie, objected 
to two. Attorney'- Goneral Martin 
had told him that no agreement 


had been come to betwoon the Manitobs 
aud Northwestern road for connection with 
the Red River Valley Road at Portage la 
Prairie. ‘There was no necessity for the 
latter road to cross the Canadian Pacific 
Railway and stop a few hundred feet 
boyond it. 

Sir Hector Langevin intimated that the 
committee wero laboring under gale pores 
hension respecting the application of Mr, 
Martin. The Portage extension, they had 
supposed, was seeking the crossing at 
Portage la Prairio in ordor to connect with 
the Manitoba and Northwestern tracks at a 
Paes north of the main line of the Canadian 

*acitic Railway. Now they understood Mr. 
Martin simply proposed to get across the 
main line w few hundred feet without mak- 
ing any connection whatever. 

Mr. Trudeau, sewetary of the Railway 
Committee, read the following communica- 
tion from Mr. Collingwood Schreiber, Chief 
Engineer of Government railways: 

Orrawa, Jan. 10, 1889. 

Sm: The application of the Red River Val- 
loy Railroad Company to cross the Cannctay 
Pacific pay at rail level in the towno 
Portage la Praiclo, Man., haying been referred 
to mu, [have the honor to report that in my 
opiuion the fewer crossings of ono railway by 
another at rail lovel the better, and Lliorofore 
ITway thatifthe Red River Valley Railway is 
meroly designodto extond a fow hundred yards 
beyond the proposed crossing of tho Canadian 
Paoillc Ruilway withoutrail connections boyond 
I suyeost that the crossing should not bo 
approved If on the ether hand it 
is the intention to form a connection 
with the Manitoba and Northwestern Rallway 
Ithink tbe latter company should join in tho 
application, Otherwise thoy may be likowlae 
sucking a crossing of tho O,P.R. and it does not 
appear nocessary for tho trafic that two cross- 
lungs should bo granted, nolther doos it appoar 
to melo beinthoe public interest, However 
the proposed crossing, if made jointly for those 
two rouds, would appear to me to bo a reason: 
able one. Ihave the honor to bo,

‘Ag a matter of fnoct Attorney-General 
Martin has stated that there was no june- 
tion between the Portage extension and the 
Manitoba and Northwestern.” 

Sir Hector Langevin: ‘For my own part 
I understood ono road was to join the other 
and that the trains were to come together. 
You see the objection is that if you do nob 
connect the other road may ask for a cross- 
ing wlso, and we cannot give crossings on 
that road for tho two,’ 
| The application was finally postponed 
until further information about the junction 
or non-junction of the roads was obtained. 

The applicatton of the Northern Pacific 
and Manitoba Railway to cross the Canadian 
Vacific Railway at Morris was postponed 
until Jan, 26, the committee being of 
opinion that the plans submitted did not 
give sufficient information.

funds of the Horticulvural Society would 
n? doubt form a welcome contribuuon, 
Mr. Leavens, who has never attended 
the meetings of the Society, commenced 
his task by attacking the manage-

In St. Catharines last eVening the wind 
rose to the fury of agaleand by midnight 
a miniature cyclone was raging. Sleep was 
almost out of the question and many people 
rose from their beds and sat up until morn- 
ing. Beds rocked like cradles, owing to the 
swaying of the houses, and the rattlo of 
bricks and crashing of window glass and 
shutters added to the general alarm. Evi- 
dences of tho destructive nature of the 
storm are everywhere observable to-day. 
Chimneys and plate glass fionts are down 
and broken in every direction, 

The storm in Merritton was unprecedent- 
ed in its fury. Tho wind tore around the 
base of the mountain and swept over the 


the oity. Lt came from the west, but passed 
along the northern border of Reading 
First it touched the Mount Penn stove 
works. Here the corner of the building 
was struck and «a portion of tho roof 
was cnt off as nicoly as if dono with 
a pair of scissors, “Then the storm 
cloud scurried across some fiolds, took 
off a portion of the roof of J. H 


Sternbergh’s rolling mill, and « number of 
dwellings were unroofed as nicely as if 
their tin roofs were paper, ‘The storm then 
hurried across the property of the Reading 
railroad company and crossed the railroad, 
Hore « passenger car was ,standing, ‘This 
was overturned as neatly as if it was a toy, 
and ite splinters scattered in every direc- 
tion 

Meanwhile the rain poured down in 
torrents. The atmosphere became heavy 


and oppressive, and it was almost 
as fe as night. Directly alongside 
the tracks of tho Reading railroad 
was situated the paint sahop of the 


tvading railroad company, It was a one- 
story building about 60 by 150 feet in size. 
Hore about 30 men were employed in paint- 
ing passenger cars. There were eight or 
nine of these cars in the building, They 


houses wore more or less damaged. 


Chere was but little damage in Alleghany 


City. 

The chiof catastrophe in Dittsburg was 
the collapse of the building at Wood and 
Diamond-streets, involving a loss of several 
lives. This was o new seven-story atruc- 
ture, partly completed. The workmen were 
mostly on the first floor at lunch when the 
crash occurred, Out of thirty of them only 
sevon had been accounted for up to night- 
fal. While citizens and firemon were 
working to extricate tho buried men ano- 
ther portion of the wall fell at 4.15, b ying 
three firemen and the Rey, Father Canevin. 
They were but slightly injured. At 9,30 
the dead body of a colored boy, name un- 
known, was taken out and removed to the 
morgue, A fow moments later the elevator 
boy, James Garing, employed in Weldon's 
store, was removed. the Was unconscious

About 4 o'clock Joseph Goehring, an er- 
rand boy employed by Weldon & Co., was 
discovered among the debris. He was 
heard to call for a drink of water, and 
Father Canevin and B, Devlin got a tin of 
water. ‘They were about to let it down to

KNIGHTS OF LABOR ANGRY. 


A Syracuso Justico Denounces the Methods 
of the Order, 

Syracuse, Jan, 11.—Dor the last te 
ears or thereabouts Thomas Mulholland 
as been Police Justice in this city, and no 

one could beat him fora re-election, He is 
not a lawyer, but his reputation for 
hard sense has always carried him throug! 
against all opposition. Yesterday he ha 
Sire case. W. EB. Barton, a large cigar 
manufacturer who has been boycotted by 
the Knights of Labor for putting in bunch- 
breaking machines, was before the Justice 
on a charge of assaulting one of tho 
Knights. In disposing of the case the Justice 
said: 

“TI may as well state right here that I 
don’t believe in the Knights of Labor. I 
hold that every man has the right to employ 
whom he sees fit without any dictation 
from organized labor. The old plan of de- 
mandand production is the best in my 
opinion. look on the boycott of Barton 
asaconspiracy, and if the instigators arg 
brought before me I will settle their cases.’ 

This was too much for the Knights of 
Labor here, and they have adopted resolu- 
tions to this effect: 

“That we, asa body of law-abiding citi- 
zens, strongly criticise the unmerited re- 
marks of our most honorable Justice. That 
all organized labor of Syracuse and vicinity 
do in the future as well as the present bear 
in mind the injustice of the remarks agains 
organized labor. That a copy of these reso- 
lutions be placed on file by each organiza. 
tion tobe held for future remembrance of 
our most honorable Justice,” 

Justice Mulholland is about 70 years old, 
and has four years to serve. 


MORE KNIGHTS DISSATISFIED. 


Four of the Founders of the Order to Form 
a New Association. 


PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Jan. 11.—Four of 
the surviving five of the seven founders of 
the Knights of Labor, James L. Wright, 
Joseph 8. Kennedy, R. C. McAuley and 
Robert N. Keen, have taken preliminary 
steps toform an association which’ thoy 
claim will be free from all the disadvantages 
that they sce in the older order. The new 
movement is neither to be identitied with 
Barry's new scheme nor the order which 
ex-Secretary Charlies Litchman is endeavor- 
ing to form, but the progenitors expect to 
draw their membership directly from the 
rank and file of the Knights, ° 

The reasons given for withdrawing from 
the Knights are that the Order has not ad- 
hered to the original lines of self-govern- 
ment set forth in the old constitution and 
that its objects are really inimical to the 
interests of the laboring classes. The lead- 
ers will hold several conferences, and after 
a plan of action shall have been decided 
upon it is expected that an advance will be 
made against tho Knights of Labor. Tho 
General Master Workman said to-day that 
these four men wero associated with Uriah 
S. Stephens in his efforts to establish the 
Knightsof Labor. They were members of the 
old Garment-Cutters’ Association, and when 
the form of organization was changed they 
changed with it.

DEATH IN THE WOODS. 


Honartioss Condu@ of Two Lumbermen to 
nh Cour ". 

Monrrear, Jan, 12.—-Last Sunday the 
bedy of Proulx was found oom- 
plotely frozen in the woods near St. Maurice, 
and Piles, whero the

They stripped to the waist 
and attacked the flames with the fury of 
despair. 

The scone that prevailed for eleven hours, 
seemingly an interminable space of time to 
the horror-stricken passengers, is described 
as terrible. Women, with dishevelled hair, 
ran aimlessly about the decks wild with 
terror. Wild-eyed, wringing their hands 
and shouting hysterically to be saved, they 
were driven aft by the captain’s orders, 


and left under the charge of some 
of the cooler male passengers. Nerved 
by the dreadful thought that their 


lives depended on their efforts, the men 
fought the flames till they were too ex- 
hausted to wield an axe or hold a hose. 
They stretched themselves prone on the 
decks, and after a half-hour’s breathing 
spell returned anew to the conflict with tho 
dreaded element. TF inally the stream filled 
the hold. Even then several streams were 
kept playing upon the combustille portion 
of the cargo for somehours. The affrighted 
women, children and less courageous males 
were then released from the after deck.

Oross- 
ing In & grip car you feel, looking down, as 
if you were suspended in the heavens, for 
you are at an elevation of 180 feet above 
high water mark, and if you ever thought 
in your life you will then wonder what 
would become of you if the ‘twhole busi 
ness would give way.” Well, [ suppose it 
would depend very much upon how you had 
lived, or, at least, that is the general be 
lief, which at the worst leads men to live 
better lives that it may be written on the 
tombstones of some atleast ;— 
“Tf there ie a better bfe, he dwells in bliss ; 
If there is no better, he has made tho most of 
this” 
You will have scarce concluded moralizing 
before you are in Brooklyn, which can be 
called the home of New Yorkers, as here 
80 many live. Tho city has grown to great 
dimensions, now cont-ining about three 
quartors of a million of a population, and 
cau boast the worst paved cobble stone 
pavements of any city on the globe. You 
did not come to see Brooklyn but Green 
wood cemetery, which can be reached best 
by atreet railway and which | will not at 
tempt to describe, as it must be seen at 
leisure to be appreciated. Returning, by 
all means walk over the bridgo—which is a 
mile and a quarter in extent—whon you 
can in some degree appreciate this won ler 
fal structure, which cost eighteen mi lion 
dollars, But I must hasten to bring my 
rambling sketch of a week in New York to 
close by giving a couple of suggestions : 
Always remember that a street car goes 
where it indicates sud no where else. 
When you want direction ask a police- 
man , they are always polite. ‘The advice 
of policemen and croton water are the only 
things that can be had for nothing in the 
city.

Lively Pighting in a Kansas Tow n—Two 
Men Killed and Several Wounded, 

Toreka, Kan., Jan. 13.—Governor Martin 
received a despatch yesterday from the 
Mayor of Cimmarron, Gray County, stating 
that a force of men from Ingalls, in the 
same county, had attempted to remove the 
records of the county from Cimmarron, the 
tomporary county seat, and that a fight oc- 
curred in which several men killed. 
Governor Martin iinmediately ordered 
General Murray Moyers of the Second Regi- 
ment ut Wichity to proceed to the scene 
with a company of troops.

Details of the Battie, 

Sr. Louis, Jan. 13.—A special from 
Wichila, Kau., gives an account of the 
tragody at Cimmarron, Kan., in which two 
or three persons were killed and sevoral 
wounded. There has for a yoar past been 
a serious conflict between the towns of Cim- 
marron and Ingalls, ‘The county oflicer, 
excepting clerk and surveyor, have been at 
Ingalls for nearly a year, Ata recont 
eloction Mr. Watson, an Ingalls man, was 
elected clerk, but the commissioners refused 
to canvass the vote until the Supreme Court 
issued au order for them to do so last 
Monday. 

Yesterday morning several deputy sheriffs 
went to Cimmarron to placo Watson, the 
clerk-elect, in the office and to remove tho 
county records to Ingalls, when they were 
fired ou by a mob of from 200 to 300 Cim- 
marron sympathizers. The shots were re- 
turned with a vengeance and when the firing 
ceased it was found that J. N. English and 
J, Bliss, two prominent citizens of Cimmar- 
ron, were killed and quite a number wound- 
ed. George W. Balds, a deputy sheriff, 
was shot in the log, and Lemuel Brecks and 
GC. R. Rolfter, two other deputies, recoived 
flesh wounds in the arms and head. 

The Cimmarron people became infuriated 
over the killing of their two leading citizens 
and charged in a body upon a brick build- 
ing in which Watson aod the wouuded 
deputies had taken refuge. At last ac- 
counts firing was going on atintervals be- 
tween the besieged and besiegers, the lattor 
using house corners und other places for 
shelter. If Watson and the deputies fall 
into the hands of the Cimmarron people 
they willall be hung and their only safety 
is in the timely arrival of outside assistance. 

General Myres is now en route to tho 
scene with four companies of militia. 


DOWN ON DIPLOMATS. 


AU. 5S. Congressman Objecis to Sending 
Representatives to Koyal Courts, 

Wasuixctoy, Jan. 13.—In the House 
yesterday the diplomatic and consular bill 
was taken up. Mr, McAdoo, (Dem., N. J.) 
said he could not allow the bill to pass 
without emphasizing what he considered 
to be the popular demand for abolishing 
United States ministers abroad. One of the 
great countries of Europe was unrepresent- 
ed by a wminister in thiscountry. Tho 
British Government had refrained from 
sending a minister to Washington for tho 
porpore of resenting what it considered to 

ean insult, Ninety-nine per cent. of our 

ople didnot know nor care whether Eng- 
and sent a minister or not, and the inter- 
ests of the United States would not suffer 
if it did notsend a minister to England or 
anywhere else. It was a most absurd thin, 
to his mind that the United States shoul 
send ministers to royal courts, They came 
in at the tail of the bespangled, befeathered, 
bedizened diplomats of the world. The 
system was absolutely unfitted to the char- 
acter of a free country. 

Mr. McCreary (Dem., Ky.) was not pre- 
pared to say that the diplomatic service 
should be abolished. The United States 
bad many distinguished men to represent it 
abroad who had reflected much credit upon 
the country.

Novel Preight Cars. 

Of all the unique designs in freight cars the 
one known ns the **Proeser” car was the most 
novel. The scheme consisted of two immense 
iron cylinders, each capable of holding 8,000 
bushels of grain, ‘Tires were shrunk upon 
them in such manner as to form flanges fit- 
ting the rails, to keep them in place, Two of 
these were yoked together by a sturdy oak 
frame that vested on journals or axles, one in 
the center of cach cylinder end. When 
loaded, which was done through a sort of 
manhead which was then sealed, the engine 
was coupled on and tho cylinders rolled 
over and over to the destination of tho 
grain. They took o number of these 
peculiar cars on a trial trip from Chi 
cago to New York, and they were such 
a curiosity that they drew larger crowds 
than Barnum’s would have done, Butas the 
machines started rolling down a big hill in 
New York oneof the manheads burst off, 
Then the corn began to fly. It peppered the 
faces of those who had gathered at a station, 
which the strange vehicles passed, like bird 
shot, It formed a perfect cloud as it seat 
tered the corn abroad ip its own liberal man 
ner, without regard to whether {it fell on 
thorny ground by the wayside or on fertile 
soil. By the time the trainmen discovered 
the leakage fully 1,700 bushels lind been 
strewn, nnd the cars were relegated to the 
scrap pile, I recommended that they be put 
on as a milk train.

The “King Devi',’ 
A NEW WEED THAT MAY BECOME A GREAT 
PEST —ITS ORIGIN, 

In August, 1579, Prof. Lester F. Ward, 
while returning from a hunting excursion 
in the North Woods, discovered near Oar- 
thage, N.Y., a new variety of hieracium, or 
house leek, of which he obtained two speci 
mens. Thenext day, after a long search, 
he found on a farm at Evans’ Mills, a 
small village about ten miles from Water- 
town, large colonies of the same plant. 
The individuals were many of them smaller 
andslenderer than the others, but there was 
no doubt they were of the same species as 
the specimens secured the day before. He 
secured agreat number of the specimens, 
and remarked to his companion that, unless 
the farmers of that region adopted some 
measure to destroy the weed, it would give 
them much trouble in the future, On his 
revurn to Washington Prof. Ward identi- 
fied his specimens us belonging to the 
species hieracium prwltum, a variety of 
house leek very common and a great pest 
to farmersin many parts of Europe, but 
little known in America, 

Last summer Prof. Ward visited Sr. 
Lawrence county again, and one of the 
first things he was informed of was the 
Appearance, six or eight weeks ago, and 
the rapid spread since, ofa weed they call 
the ‘‘ king.” Prof. Ward at once identi 
fied it as the novel variety of house leek 
ho had discovered during his former visit 
in that neighborhood, and, of course, re- 
called to mind the warning he then utter- 
ed. When the king devil once gets into a 
field, it completely covers the ground with 
its continuous green leaves, preventing 
the growth of any other plant or weed 
It took such complete posscesion of one 
field of thirty acres that there was absolute- 
ly nothing else on it—there could be no- 
thing olse. 

Inquiry as to the local origin of the king 
devil traced it to the farm where Prof 
Ward had founded the colony in 1879, and

Hamitton, Jan. 14.—The sealed verdict 
put in by tho jury on Saturday evening in 
the case of Madden v. the Hamilton Iron 
Forging Company was opened in the assize 
eourt to-day, and contained a verdict for 
the plaintiff for $260. 

The libel suit of Carroll v. the Penberthy 
Injector Company of Detroit was taken up. 
This is a suit for $10,000 damages for 
libel, brought by Thomas J. Carroll of this 
city, against the Penberthy Injector Com- 
pany of Detroit, the alleged libel being con- 
tained in a circular printed and cirou- 
lated by the defendants. There were ap- 
plications for patents for a steam injector 
made at Ottawa by the plaintiff and de- 
fendants at the same timo, and Carroll was 
awarded the patent. The defendants took 
steps to set it aside and also issued a circu- 
lar warning the trade against the Carroll 
injector, and making statements which are 
alloged to be libelous 

At an early hour this morning Edward 
Cary, one of the oldest inhabitants of 
Wentworth county, died at his residence 
near Millgrove, on the fourth concession of 
West Flamboro. Death resulted from the 
amputation of his leg, which was rendered 
necessary from a disease which originated in 
one of his toes and gradually spread up- 
wards on the limb.

4 Case in Boston That Uecalls the Robbery 
of the Bank of Mamburc tn 1455, 
Boston, Jan. 138.—The case of the Bank of 
Hamburg against Catherine J, Flynned al, 
which came up before Judge Colt in the 
United States Circuit Court yeaterday for a 
final bearing, recalls a successful crime com: 
mitted several years ago by noted American 
trooks in Fracture? On June 22, 1885, the 
cashier of the Haupsette der Reichbank, or 
Bank of Hamburg, noticed four strangers, 
whom he took tobe Englishmen, talking 
together in the portion of the bank reserved 
for the public, and glancing at a dosk behind 
a wire screen where le hed just placed « 
package containing 200,000 marks, or $50,000 
in cur money. When be went into an ante 
room he noticed that one of the stran 
nad opened a newspaper, and while a7, is 
neld it so it obscured hia view of the place 
where he hal placed the money. He thouglit 
pothing of this until the discovery that night 
that the 200,000 marks werd gone considerably 
quickened his perceptions, Investigation by 
the police established the fact that a few 
days previous four strangers had arrived in 
town, had gone to separate hotels, and had 
disappeared simultanoously, leaving their 
baggawe behind, but with all names and 
marks carefully effaced, so that absolutely no 
clue to their identity or destination remained 
beliind.

CHARITY ENDED IN DEATH. 


Rev. Mr. Parker's Generosity Brought 
Trouble Which He Escaped by Sulcido, 
Syracuse, Jan. 15,—The mystery at- 

tending the sudden disupjvarance of Rey. 

W.L. Parker, rector of Christ Church, 

Oswego, on Nov. 50 last (St. Andrew's Day), 

has at last been dissolved. Not long after 

his disappearance a hat was found in the 


Oswego River which was positively 
Indentified as his. Yesterday the 
body of the dead_ rector was 


found at Baldwin’s Bay, Lake Ontario, 
two miles east of Oswego, floating in 
the water. The authorities ordered the 
body removed to Oswego. The late storm 
and high wind washed the body up near the 
shore. Mr, Parker was last seen about an 
hour after he had finished holding services 
io the church, after which he walked down 
to the corner of Fifth and Bridgo-streets,and 
turned down to the bridge over the river. 
He went down the stairway on to the river 
wall and pier, ‘and was last seen going to- 
wards the end of the wall. 

There seems to be no donbt that he de- 
liberately Se into the water with sui- 
cidal intent. He had been much depressed 
in mind for several weeks on account of be- 
ing pressed by his creditors. Bishop Hunt- 
ington, of this city, had sent him two letters 
it is said, asking for his resignation as rec- 
tor of the church. Soon after his disap- 
pearance his uncle came on from Boston 
and paid his bills, Mr. Parker was about 
40 years old and unmarried. He leaves a 
widowed mother who is nearly heartbroken 
over the event.

a camp meeting in a small town in New 
Hampshire, beard the song sung to religious 
words and remembered the afr. The name 
of ono of these men Was Purington, and of 
the other John Brown. 

No long after this the war broke out and 
the Tigers” were made a part of the Twelfth 
Massachusetts regiment of vélunteers, which 
rendezvoused at Fort Warren, in Boston har- 
bor, Here the two mén already named, 
Purington and Brown, formed, with two 
others named Edgerly and Greenleaf, a quar 
tet, and the quartet fang, among its other 
songs, all sorts of words of their own “got 
ting up” to this tune, 

John Brown was a g00d natured Scotch 
man, and the members of the quartet say 
thoy sang ‘John Brown this and Jobn Brown 
that” to the tune, until, by an almost uncon 
sious change the hero of them was changed 
fron, John Brown, of the “Tigers,” to John 
Brown of Harper's Ferry, and the grand and 
simple verse camo into existence: 

John Brown's body les amouldering in tho 
ground, * 

But his soul is marching on.” 

Before this time tho masses of the north 
had not been in exact sympathy with the 
purposes of John Brown, but tho excitement 
of the early days of tho war called out a sen 
timent which these words exactly fitted, 
Whenever the soldier qttartet wero in Boston 
they were called upon toging thissong, The 
Twelfth regiment took it up. Samuel C 
Perkins, of Brockton, a member of Mait- 
land’s band, which was stationed with the 
regiment at Fort Warren, wrote down the 
air, while.a soldier whistled it. Then the 
band played it every day, 

When Edward Everett formally presented 
the set of colors of the Twelfth regiment on 
Boston Common, the speech of acceptance 
being made by Colonel Fletcher Webster of 
the regiment, the tune was played, and the 
multitude fairly went wild over it, Tho 
band played the tune going up State street 
in June, 1861, and the soldiers sang it as they 
marched along. The crowd along the side 
walk took up the air and joined in the 
chorus, 


Boston militia com 
happening to be at 


"Glory, glory, hallelujah, 
His soul is marching on)” 

Soon after the regiment eang it in marcb- 
ing through New York on the way to Balti- 
more, with the same effect. It spread at 
once through the army and throughout the 
country, and became the anthem of tho 
Union. 

In December, 1861, Mrs, Julia Ward Howe 
wrote for the air the words beginning 
Mine eyes have seen the glory of the coming of 

the Lord,” 
which was called “The Battle Hymn of the 
Republic,” which soon became immensely 
popular, but never supplanted in common use 
the old simple words 

This is the story of the origin of “John 
Brown's Body,” as told by the members of the 
band and the regiment with whom it had its 
use as a popular song.— Youth's Companion.

Parxerspura, W. Va., Jan 16.—A fresh- 
et on the South branch of the Potomac 
near Romney, Hampshire County, has laid 
open a great Indian cemetery. Hundreds 
of skeletons have been found in a good atate 
of preservation, All were lying on the left 
tide. With the skeletons were found beads, 
arrow, spear and tomahawk heads acd what 
Is believed to have bee& Indian money, 
made of bone and ivory. Some of the beads 
were of bone, othors of sfall stones and all 
were beautifully colored. Among the trin- 
kets were many bone fishhooks, and copper 
irticles used by the Indians for some pur- 
pose unknown at this day. The trinkets, 
were all perforated with very small holes- 
The bones of hundreds of sqaws and pap 
pooses were found buried with the braves.

One of the sorrowfbl things in human 
experience is the power of one unjust act 
to call out evil into others, to multiply and 
perpetuate itself through all times, Under 
the training of Mr. Tyler, and the exemple 
of his son, I became a sad illustration of 
the truth of this; yet, lot me do him jus- 
tice. He did not see it ; he was the victim 
of certain formularies of life and thought ; 
thoroughly self-deceived, and incapable of 
juaging others, 

If I had not told lies before 1 knew Ollie, 
it was from no particular sense of their 
wickedness.

When Men Cross Their Legs. 

Men generally cross their legs when there 
is least pressure on their mind You will 
never find a man actually engaged in busi- 
ness with bis legs crossed. The limbs at those 
times are straighter than at any other, be- 
cause the mind and body work together. A 
man engaged in auditing accounts will never 
cross his legs, neither will a man who is writ- 
ing an articlo or who is employed in any 
manner where his brain is actually engaged. 
When at work in sitting posture the limbs 
naturally extend to the floor in a perfectly 
straight line, A man may cross his legs if he 
is sitting in an office chair discussing some 
proposition with another man, but the instant 
ho becomes really in earnest and perceivos 
something to be gained his limbs uncross 
quick as a flash, he bends forward toward his 
neighbor and begins to uso his hands. 

That iso phase that I believe you will al- 
ways observe, Men often cross their legs at 
public gatherings because they go there to 
listen or to be entertained; they are not the 
factors in tho performance, and they wiv 
urally place themsclyes in the most comforta- 
ble position known to them—namoely, lean- 
ing well back in their chairs and crossing 
their legs A ian always crosses bis 
legs when he reads a newspaper, but is 
more apt to lie down when he reads a book, 
He reads the paper, of course, to inform lim- 
self, but at the samo time tho perusal 
of its contents is recreation to him, and 
his body again secks its position of ro- 
laxation, When aman is reading a nowspi- 
per and waiting for his breakfast his legs aro 
nlways crossed, but as soon as tho brealfast 
is brought to him he puts the paper aside,

Bridges Over Rivers, 

An interesting legal point came before 
Mr. Justice Ferguson, at St. Thomas, afew 
daysago. It was in the caseof the Town. 
ship of Dorchester va. the County of Mid- 
dlenex—an action for 4 mandamus to com- 
pel the defendants to maintain and keep in 
repair three bridges. Tho bridges aro over 
Dosy'a creek, crossing the road allowance 
between the townshipsof London and North 
Dorchester ; over Kettle creek, or: ssing the 
road allowance between North and South 
Dorchester; and Caddy’s creek, crossing 
the road atlowance between North Dor- 
chester aud Niesotri West. Section 535 
of R.S, O, 1887, chapter 184, says: 
** Te shall bo the duty of county councils 
to erect and maintain bridges over rivers 
forming or crossing boundary lines between 
two municipalities (other than in the case 
of a city or a separated town) within the 
county.” The defendants, however,denied 
that it was their duty to maintain these 
bridges, saying that neither Doty'’s Creek 
nor Kettle Oreek nor Caddy's Creek is a 
river, The bridge over Doty’s Creek is 67 
feet in length, that over Kettle Creek 31 
feet 9 inches and that over Caddy's Creck 9 
feet. The learned judge was of opinion that 
the effect of the statute was the same as it 
was when McHardy vs. E)lice (L A.R, 628) 
was decided and that the true reason 
for the use of the word “rivers” in this (535) 


section was tho one pointed out by Mr, Jus- 


tice Patteraon in that case, where bo said 
that the vagueness of the term ** bridges” 
was avoided by confining the duty of main- 
taining, etc., to ‘* bridges over rivers,” and 
that the duty attached whenever the road 
was crossed by a stream which required a 
bridge, as distinct from a culvert, in order 
to make the road fit for ordinary travel, 
Applyiug this principle Judge Ferguson had 
no difficulty in the evidence, in coming to 
the conclusion that the bridges at Doty’s 
creek and Kettle creek were bridges over 
rivors, and that Caddy’s creck was not ; and 
he directed judgment accordingly.

was hold yesterday. The body was placed 
in the coftin, after having been fully arrayed 
in full Chinese costume. Just before the 
hour announced for the funeral six Celes- 
tials, gorgeously attired, arrjyed at the shop. 
One carried a large bundle of bedclothes, in 
which wore wrapped all the personal effects 
of Gu Doy, the other carried a basket, which 
contained one roast chicken, two cups of 
boiled rice, a slice of fresh pork and a 
bottle of wine. 

The last rites were then .performed, con- 
sisting of sprinkling four packages of red 
paper prayers over the departed Gu Doy, 
After this ceremony the coffin was taken to 
the hearse. The bundle of ' Wouschold 
offects and basket of provisions were care- 
fully placed on the coffin. The six Celes- 
tials cntered two carriages and Mr. A. J. 
Davies mounted the box seat on the hearse 
beside the driver and all were ready for the 
start. As the procession moved Mr, Davies 
distributed prayers on every side, The 
idea was to leave behind as far as possible 
the devil, who was supposed to be in pursuit 
of the body. The deyil was saved the 
trouble of picking up the prayers by a gang 
of all the small boys in Beco: who fran- 
tically pursued the flying party 

Upon arriving at Celestial Hill, Ever- 
greens, a large bonfire, fed with the paper 

rayers, was built around the grave, he 
Piet of clothes and basket of provisions 
was carefully deposited upon the grave. 
The Celestial belief is that when the deyil 
appeared he would take the clothes and 
leaye the bady alone, while the provisions 
wore to satisfy the hunger of Gu Doy on 
his journey to the spirit land. 


A Cat in the Organ, 

Synacuse, N. Y., Jan. 17.—There has 
been a mystery about the large pipe organ 
at St. Paul's Cathedral for a week. When- 
ever H. R. Fuller, the organist, touched 
the keys, weird noises were heard in the in- 
terior, ‘There was ao Jarge attendance at 
the morning service yesterday, Rev. Dr. 
Lockwood was in the mijdle of the bene- 
diction when a large, wild-looking maltese 
cat made a flying leap over the head of the 
organist and landed near W. J. West, a 
member of the choir, fastening its claws in 
his knee. Before the cat could be seized it 
was half way down the side aisle. A gen- 
tleman iv the rear tried to catch it but only 
succeeded in making it double in its tracks 
and go rushing up the main aisle straight 
for Dr. Lockwood.

A copy was handed to-night to a@ corres- 
pondent of the Associated Press: 
“SHaouLak, Miss., Jan. 16.—Editor New 
Mississippian, Jackson, Miss. Dear sir. I 
sent you a telogram this morning civing you 
a shortaccount of whatis going on in the 
northern part of Nemper and the southern 


part of Noxubee. Had previously 
written the Governor on the 
same  bubject. I am not a_ sen- 
sationalist, but when a mol composed 


of th. most depraved and irresponsible part 
of our community can rob and plunder 
dxfenceless women and children and drive 
them frcm their homes, carrying on their 
barbarous work for three weeks without 
check or hindrence, it is time that somo 
ono take the initiative, and I appeal to those 
who are high in authority and have been 
entrusted by the law with the preserva- 
tion of our lives and property. Crimes 
have beon committed that the outside world 
have not dreamed of. 

“As I telegraphed you to-day over 40 
families, by actual count, have been driven 
from their homes. Many of these families 
by yenrs of industry and economy have paid 
for their lands and had stock and supplies 
sufficient to make crops. These people 
have committed no crime, unless indeed itis 
acrime to be born black. No charge has 
ever beon made against them. Threo 
families who sent to me_ yesterday 
for protection have been notified to leave 
within five days, One woman has a child 
11 days old and another a child about three 
weeks old. Their limit will expire to-mor- 
row, They are now rushing through mud 
and rain, hauling the corn-meal and bed- 
ding and houschold furniture to save them 
from the vandals. 

It is time that the press of the state 
should be aroused. We have been 
criminally nogligent in permitting these 
outrages to go on almost at our doors 
without giving any notice to the outside 


world. I om perhaps not competent 
to judge but it does seem to mo 
that the Governor of the State 


ought to place these people back on their 
farms and protect them there in the onjoy- 
ment of the fruits of their labor and the 
comforts of their homes.

Hoe 
arose and opened the door, and instantly 
Mrs. Homans pushed into the room. Tho 
shock to Mr. Homans was tremendous. 
He gaspod for breath and his face became 
livid. Heart disease is hereditary in the 
family and for a few seconds it was a ques- 
tion whether he would live or die, His wife 
promptly took advantage of the situation. 
She rang for assistance, had hot water 
brought and mustard poultices, and 
worked over him for an hour, till the 
danger was passed and the attendants 
withdrew, leaving the two togother, It 
was Jo’clock in the morning, and he was 
already compromised by the fact that 
his wife had remained with him for over an 
hour. She declared by all that was holy 
that if he drove her from the apartment 
she would commit suicide in the stroet. 
He allowed her to remain, surrendering to 
her his bedroom and he himsolf sitting up 
in the salon for the balance of the night. 
Next morning ho insisted on her returning 
to Paris, but the harm was done. Imme- 
diately on her arrival Mrs. Ho- 
mans called on the judge d’instruction in 
charge of the case and informed him that a 
reconciliation had been effected. She also 
spread the story about Paris. In vain 
Homans telegraphed a denial of the state- 
ment. Hurrying back to Paris he explained 
the real facts of the case to the 
judge d'instruction, who listened pati- 
ently, but said an investigation must 
be mado into the Brussels affair be- 
fora a divorce could be granted, Invostiga- 
tion in Brussels meant diplomatic interfer- 
ence, an indefinite amount of official red 
tape, and, worst of all, considerable delay.

If there is in all this house a hand that 
has not, during the past year, been stretched 
forth to somo kind of toil, let it be lifted.

TORTURED BY THE SKIPPER, 


Heury King’s Feet Frozen ond Bis Mind 
Gone Through Cracity at Sen. 

New York, Jan. 19.—A horrible tale of 
cruelty at sea was told lastnight by a young 
man who limped into the Charles-street 
Station House with both feet fearfull 
frozen and begged to be sent to a hospital. 
The suflerersaid that bhismname was Henry 
King, and that he alge in London in the 
Jatter part of December as coal trimmer in 
the tramp steamship Rio Janeiro, bound 
for this Fok The voyage had scarcely 

e 


begun when the captain, whose name he 
| could not remember, began to treat 
him with the utmost brutality, pun- 


| ishing him unmercifully on the slightest 
pretext. 

When all other modes of torture had been 
exhausted the captain caused the unfortu- 
nate fellow to be carried up on the bridge 
and there lashed, exposed to a violent 

storm which was then raging, for twelve 
hours. This was on January 4. When 
upfastened both his feet were found to be 
| frozen, On the 10th inst., according to 
King’s story, tho vessel reached this port. 
How he has spent his time since then he 
wasunable tosay. The poor fellow, who 
Is little more than a boy, has a terrible im: 
pediment in speech, which renders him al- 
most unintelligible. Hs also appears to be 
alf-witted. e was sent to St. Vincent's 
ospital. 


He Was Guilty of Another Crime,

New York, Jan. 19.—William H.Shenck, 
colored of Jamesburg, N.J., is in jail at 
New Bronswick, upon a charge of burglary, 
but must now face a much more grave 
accusation—that of murdering his own 
2-year-old boy, who died on Christmas day. 
Bchenck, having suspected his wife of in- 
fidelity, took it suddenly into his head that 
the boy was not his, Entering his house on 
Christmas day, ho dashed the infant into 
Its cradle and stifled it todeath, Sosa 
two colored women, who peered throug 
the window. County Physician Riva and 
Detective Oliver went to Jamesburg yester- 
day morning and exhumed tho body of the 
child, which showed evidences of death by 
tuffocation.

CITIZENS 


AMERICAN IN SAMOA 
ROUGHLY HANDLED 
The Stars and Stripes Torn Down United 


Sintes Citizens Stabbed th the Street— 
An Bugtish Roat's Crew Shot at 
San Francrseoo, Jan. 206—The steamor 
Aldtheda arrived here yesterday morning 
from, Samoa. _ A correspondent writing 
from.Apia under date of Jan, 6, saya: A 
sorrous state of affairs oxivta in Samoa, On 
the night of Doo, 18 some sailors from the 


German men-of-war Adlor, Olsa and 
Ebor attacked Mataafa’s soldicra under 
direction of the Géetman consul and 
Captain Fritz, tho senior German naval 
officerin port. Asa rosult of the encounter 


22 Gorman sailora wore killed and 32 wound- 
td. Since then’ the German war-ships have 
burned the American houses, torn down the 
United States flags, seized .some. American 
citizens in neutral water of Apia harbor 
and taken thom prisoners on board the Ger- 
mon men-of-war, A boat's orew from ao 
German vessel in command of an officer 
hive shot at the captainand loeutenant of 
sn English man-of-war. 

On the night of Dec. 16 a party of 180 
German sailors came ashore at fois; stab- 
bed United States Marshal George Scanlan

through tho strects attacking all ons 


' they met except the Germans, and injured 


the adherents of Tamaseso, among the 
aumber being native women and children. 
Some of Matanfa’s soldiers came in from 
the bush and Were anxious to begin shoot- 
lng, but were urged by United States Con- 
tul Blacklock not to fire.

Mataafa, knowing the danger of interfor- 
mce with the'German soldiers, returned in- 
land a fow hondred yards. The Germans 
lollowed up and fired into Matafaa’s people 
killing a young son of the chief. The chief 

tting terribly excited was only prevented 

y his own people from firing into the Ger- 
oians, but while struggling he himself was 
shot and fell dead beside his son. 

Matafaa’s people could not stand this and 
ee common impulse, without orders, return- 

fire. Their firat’ volley killed six Ger- 
mans and wounded others. Several of 
Tamasese’s men fled and the laborers refused 
to'fight ibout. Knowing that this meant 
tertain death against vast odds the sailors 
beat a hasty retreat to their boats, Mataafa’s 
warriors following them some distance. 
Mataafa lost about 10 killed and wounded, 
rile the German loss is stated at twenty 
tilled. 

Tho United States steamer Nipsic steam- 
td to Salrafata on Tuesday on hearing that 
German war ships were going to 
thell:Matasfa’s stronghold Captain Mullan 
had communications with the German com- 
manders and entered his protest against their 
reported project. His protest was nob 
taken notice of, however, for theOlga threw 
thells into the spot where Mataafa was sup- 
posed to be but which he vacated.

TO AID JOHNS HOPKINS. 
Tho Universtiy Bubarrassed by the Pass 
ing of the Bo and ©, Dividend, 

Bavrimone, Jan, 20,--Tho finances of the 

| Johns Hopkins University aro running low, 
| owing to the Baltimore and Ohio Railroad 
Company passing ite dividends, upon which 
mainly the University depended for 

| support Johns Hopkins endowed the in- 
| wtitution with $3,600,000, a great propor 
tion of which fund is locked up in the fal. 
timore and Ohio. President Gilman has 
intimated the possibility of tho need 
of an emergency fund to tide over 
the financial difficulties, which are monthly 
increasing, It ia not probable that the Unt 
vorsity will coase operations, Although the 
Baltimore and Ohio stock may wot bo paying 
dividends, it has a marketablo Value, and 
is therefore by no means a dead log . Tho 
mere intimation by Presidont Gilman of the 
ossible financial embarrassment of the 
Baiver sity has led to # practical movement 
for relief by prominent citizens, Within 
tho last two days seven mon have offered to 


contribute $5000 cach; provided a sufficient 
number of similar contributions shall be 
made to bring tho total to $100,000, 

The trustees haye in mind two other 
measures of relief. One is on omergency 
fund, contributed by the alumni of Johns 
Hopkins, and by institutions the graduates 
of which haye enjoyed tho opportunities for 
advanced study given by the Johns Hopkins. 
Another, plan is the endowment of somo 
chair or somo department with funds likely 
to be productive for all time; or the pre- 
tentation, for some specific and practical 
purpose, of a large sitm of money by friends 
of the University in particular and of higher 
education in general.

after affluence, Tho Frenchman says to him- 
self: ‘I want to live as well and as long as I 
can; I know I shall never have another 
chance.” 

It is often charged against tho Americans 
that they are given to bragging. But so are 
we all, ina different manner. And may not 
men who have done marvels be permitted a 
certain amount of self glorification? It is 
said, too, that their eccentricity constantly 
leads thom into folly ond sometimes into 
license.

to defray the expenses of the oxecvtion of 
the act 

Section five requires an intending immi- 
grant to the United States to possess a cor- 
tificate from a United States diplomatic re 

yrosentative or consul near his residence, 
lasued after examination, to his character, 
without fee, but this certificate is not to be 
conclusive evidence of the right of the per- 
son to come into the United States nor re- 
liove masters of veasels of responsibility. 

Cho sixth section requires the masters 
of vessels and oflicere of railroad trains 
coming into the United States to report to 
the collector of the port or his agent the 
number, nationality and condition of 
foreign passengers. The Government offi- 
cor is then to board the vessel or train, in- 
spect the passengers and compare their cer- 
tificates. Passengers may be landed tem- 
porarily awaiting inspection, and the only 
appeal from the collector's decision shall be 
to the Secrotary of the Treasury. 

In the seventh and eighth sections the 
Secretary of the Treasury is charged with 
the duty of supervising immigration, au 

thorized to make rules and contract and 
employ assistants, not to éxceed three in- 
spectors at any one port, at o salary of be- 
tween $1500 and $4200, and to use United 
States property and reservations. 

The fast section vests full jurisdiction in 
United States Circuit and District Courts 
in all causes arising under the act, which is 
to take etlect July 1 next. 

The report accompanying the bill gives

Increase of Noxious Insects. 

Noxfous {nsocts aro more Numerous and de- 
structive now than they wero fifty yearsago, 
Where nature has 4 chance to work out her 
laws, all animals, from tha highest to tho 
lowest, do not increase beyond proper Limits, 
Even man himself is no exception to this 
great law; but let a break occur in this great 
natural chain and it is felt all along the lino, 
Somo species will increase enormously, whilo 
others almost entirely disappear, Now, as 
insects are far more numerous than all tho 
higher animals, it follows that if some un- 
foreseen oyent takes place that favorsa great 
increaso of some noxious species, man is sure 
to be a great sufferer. And this state of 
things is exactly what is taking placo today. 
Tho reader will naturally inquire why tho 
beneficial ones do not increase as fast as the 
destructive ones, Tho answer is, the food 
plant of tho latter has increased enormously 
and all the surroundings have favored its 
rapid increase, while the other, living upon 
animal (imago food), is entirely outstripped 
by the vegotablo cating species.—New York 
Telegram. 


POULTRY FOR MARKET. 


Directions for Preparing Poultry for Sale 
by a New York Commission Firm. 

An ordinance in force in New York 
city prohibits the sale of turkeys or 
chickens unless their crops are free from 
food or other substance and shrunken 
close to the body. This law makes it 
imperative that poultry dressers should 
keep their poultry from food long 
enough before killing to insure the nyt 
being entirely baa According to the 
commission firm of E. & O. Ward, it is 
best tHe ) poultry designed for market 
from food twenty-four hours previous to 
killing to insure the crops being entirely 
empty, though in some cases twelve 
hours has been found sufficient, 

Kill all kinds of poultry by cutting 
through the roof of the mouth to the 
brain with a sharp pointed knife. Leave 
the head and fegs on and never “draw” 
the entrails. Pinfeathery young tur- 
keys, ducks or geese should not be killed, 
but kept until full fledged. Poultry 
should Be fat before killing. The usual 
quality sells best scalded. The legs and 
necks of turkeys and chickens should be 
dry picked immediately after killing; 
this will keep them from discoloring 
when exposed to the air, The water foy 
scalding should be boiling hot. Immerse 
the bird, holding it by the legs, and lift 
up.and down in the water three or four 
times, Immediately after scalding 
chickens and turkeys, remove the feath- 
ers, pinfeathors and all, very cleanly and 
without breaking the skin. 

After scalding ducks and geese, wrap 
them in acloth about ten minutes, then 
the down will roll off with the feathers, 
All poultry should be ‘tplumped” after 
picking, by dipping for about two seconds 
in boiling hot water, then thrown into 
cold water and left for ten or twelve 
minutes. 

Very fat and handsome chickens and 
turkeys generally sell a little higher 
when dry picked, and from far distant 
points they carry better, Poultry looks 
much leaner when dry picked than when 
scalded. and *‘plumped;’ therefore only 
very fat stock should be dry picked. 
Ducks and geese are preferred scalded. 
Carefully avoid cutting or bruising the 
flesh or breaking the bones, 


Food for Fattening Hogs, 

There have been numberless discus- 
sions, and nota few experiments made 
for the purpose of settling the question, 
“Does it pay to grind and cook ood for 
fattening hogs?” The surrounding con- 
ditions and cireumstances have much to 
do in settling the question of economy; 
and while one farmer, under certain cir- 
cumstances, could feed a considerable 
vortion of cooked grain and receive satis- 
Factor y returns therefor, another, dif- 
Cerent\ situated, might not be able to do 
s0 without actual loss, Under favorable 
circumstances many haye thoroughly sat- 
isfled themselves that the practice of 
cooking is largely profitable, and othera 
from experiments fully as careful have 
arrived at gonclusions directly the ro 
verse. That it is practicably profitable 
on the majority of farms to cook the 
food for large stocks of swine is not gen- 
erally conceded, Among the reasons for 
regarding cooking as impracticable, are 
the scarcity of timber for fuel, the extra 
labor involved, and the general lack of 
fixtures and facilities for cooking and 
feeding the food in its cooked stata,

New York, Jan. 22. The Herald has 
the following cablegram from Paris: Horald 
roudors will remember the fashionable mar- 


riago of Miss Knox, of Pittsburg, with 
the oi-disant Count di Montercole 
early in October last It was the 
social sensation of Western Pennsyl- 


vania, especially after ‘Tho Horald announc- 
ed a few woeks later that the count 
had beaten his bride during the honeymoon 
In the Hotel Beilevue, Paris. I received 
yesterday from one of the most prominent 
Americans now sojourning in Italy an ac- 
count of the utter misery and degradation 
to which this young bride was subjected 
by the unnatural beast she married while 
blinded by the glhinor of his supposed no- 
bility. 

The story seems hardly credible, but my 
informant’s integrity is unimpeachable. It 
will be romembored that after the Parisian 
episode the couple started for the scores of 
the Adriatic, where the Italian claimed that 
his mother ownedra castle. 

Their real destination was the little town 


of Fossaceca, where the fellow bas an or- 
dinary dwolling house. En route thoy 
stopped at the Hotel Vittoria, Ancona, 


where the husband so abused his young wife 
that she was compelled to soek the protec- 
tion and guardianship of the American 


consul resident there. Despite his 
tunowed cruelty the irl accompani- 
od her husband to Fossaceca, where 


he proceeded to render her illusion 
regarding his genuine character still more 
complete. At the time an Italian officer, 
Signor Ferrari, and his American wife 
were stopping in the town, and thoy interest- 
ed themselves in the unfortunate girl, whose 
miserable plight had quickly become the 
common talk of the neighborhood. They 
called upon her and learned a history of de- 
pravity which it would be useless to at« 
tempt to narrate. 

Mme. Ferrari was compelled to leave 
Fossaceca for a while, and upon her return 
found the alleged count had had his suspic- 
fons aroused and had forbidden his wife 
being seon by her—in fact, rudely ordered 
her to leave his place. 

She at once applied to the American 
consul at Ancona, and in company with him 
and a cousin of Miss Knox's, sent from 
Berlin by her aunt, proceeded to Lanciano, 
the nearest town within legal jurisdiction to 
Fossaceca. There, with the help of the 
authorities, after many vicissitudes, they 
succeeded in rescuing the unfortunate girl 
from the man whose Sride she had become 
but three months before, ef 

The meeting between the girl and her 
benefactors was affecting in the extreme. 
Her gratitude taught her to love and 
appreciate their disinterested kindness, 
her own sweet face and gentle manners 
haying taught them to love and care for 
her. ‘Tho law now protects the girl com- 
pletely, and she will soon apply for a legal 
pepsxaton in Italy as a precursor, I am 
informed, to her securing an absolute di- 
vorce in Pennsylvenia.

The 
report of the tre Gurer showed a deficit of SLL, 
whild it ig waid, the society only patd last fall 
70 per cent of the prize A few years ogo this 
fair, held at Thresher's Corners, under different 
management, hada handsome surplus acd was 
in a flourishing condition, But a change has 
come over the scene. 


, Asis usual with our contemporary, its 
statement is a mixture of falaehood and 
truth—about a bushel of the former to a

Tt is true that the Socioty has a deficit of 
$111 ; but the truth in the Untario’s asser- 
tion is oxhausted by that acknowledgment. 

= Astatement of the facts is necessary to 
‘onablé the public to arrive at a correct con- 
’ clusion in the premises. A few years since, 
‘the Grits obtained control of the So- 
ciety and rat it to suit themselves, regard- 
leas of the interests of the division. Later, 
the Conservatives, having become dissatis- 
fied with the state of affairs, got control 
and held the fair at Roslin, the most cen- 
tral point in the division. The Grits then, 
with what motives the people can readily 
divine, established a Township Society for 
Thurlow, which would not only rival and 
lessen the receipts of the organization for 
the riding, but would, as woll, draw $140 
Annually from its Government grant of $700 
perannum, This Township Society haying 
been, it was contended, illogally organized, 
payment of the grant for 1887 was refused 
and logal action was takea on behalf of the 
Thurlow branch to compel payment. 
A compromise was cffected whereby 
the Riding Society paid last year to 
the Thurlow branch $100 on account 
of 1887 and $140 for 1888, Thus, as there 
are also Township Societies in Tyondinaga 
aud Hungerford, the Bast Hastings Society 
last year paid out $520 to its branches, 
_ leaving only $180 of the Government grant 
at ite disposal. It also happened that, 
before the arrangement was made with the 
Thurlow Council, the prize list for the Rid- 
ing show had been published ; but in spite 
ofthe rainy woather on the day of the 
show, the Society paid—including specials 
amounting to $70—seventy-five per cont. 
(not 70% as stated by the Ontario) of their 
prizes, the whole amounting to $390. 

Such aro the circumstances under which 
the parties who, for political reasons, have 
undertaken to wreck tho Est Hastings 
Agricultural Socioty, are rejoicing through 
their organ at tho offect of their plans and 
Jeering at the management of men more cap- 
able than themselves, whose success they 
have rendered impossible. Such are some 
of the Grits of East Hastings, who carry 
their politics into everything and soom de- 
termined to ruin if they cannot rule. 

But if such is tho state of the East Hast 
ings Society, whut is the condition of the 
Thurlowbranéh ?) Welearn that the report

In the discussion that followed it was 
pointed out on behalf of the publishors that 
the Berne bill would bo the ruin of Cana 
dian interests if it wore carried into effect, 
as the printing of a British copyright in 
Canada would bo rendered unnocossary. At 
present « work of which an exclusive copy- 
right is desired must be printed in Canada, 
thus giving work to Canadian printera, 
electrotypers, otc. Stross was laid upon 
the fact that Canadian publishers would no 
longer, if the Berne bill were adopted, be 
able to sooure the right to publish « at 
editions of British copyright works, anc 
because the importation of reprints of British 
copyright works from the United States 
would be absolutely prohibited, practically 
all cheap literature in Canada would ‘be for- 
bidden because Canadian booksellers would 
have to purchase British copyrights at the 
expensive rate they are sold at in England. 

A great grievanco with the Canadian 
trade is that under the Copyright Act every 
work copyrighted in Great Britain is copy- 
righted in Canada, but the importation of 
reprints of such works is not pro- 
hibited unless tho work is actually 
manufactured in Canada. Many United 
States authors first publish their works in 
Great Britain, soouring copyright there and 
thus indireotly securing copyright in Can- 
ada, whilst Canadians are denied copyright 
in the United States.

Lonpon, Jan. 23,—Mr. Chamberlain ad+ 
Arossed a meoting at Birmingham to-night 
and met with an enthusiastic reception. 
Mra, Chamberlain occupied a seat on tho 
platform. Mr. Chamberlain referred to the 
tejected fishery treaty, Tho treaty had 
boon rejocted by a strict party vote and he 
was not disposed to over-estimate the ime 
rtance of that vote. He was convinced 
hat the feeling of cordial friendship be« 
tween the two peoples was so great and 
frm that nothing would be permitted long 
to interforo with it. [Choers.] 
During his absence on his second fortu- 
| hate visit to the United States—forlos of 
“hear, hear’J—ho had followed closely 
pvonts in Parliament. What struck him 
most was tho remarkable diminution in 
rominance of tho Irish question, Doubtless 
ho ing condition of Ireland, largely 
| due to the wise and firm administration of 
\'Mr, Balfour, had contributed to keop down 
| the clamor of the Parnollites. He believed 
that honceforth tho Gladstonian platform 
would give prominence to questions upon 
which the Eiverals as formeriy might 
tgreo, 


Moonlighters’ Misdcods, 

Lonpon, Jan. 23.—Beforo the Parnell 
Commission to-day Dennis Tobin depose 
that he was a mombor of the Kilconoly 
band of moonlighters. Hoe said that when 
the mombers of the band »were sworn the 
leader told them that by order of the Loague 
tenants who paid their rent, were to beraid- 

The moonlighters were ranged in di- 
visions, cach division receiving orders from 
& captain, who also furnished the 
men with arms. The arms were hidden 
when not in use, The moonlighters were 
paid for committing outrages. Witness’ seb 
received £5 for making a raid on tho cattle 
of an obnoxious farmer and at another timo 
they got 7s. 6d. each for slaughtering cattle 
on Miss Feigppeonis farm, Tobin recounted 
& succession of similar misdeeds in which he 
took part, detailing them without exhibiting 
the smallest sign of regrot. His.evidence ro- 
garding moonlighters diffored from that of 
other informers, who have génerally de- 
scribed tho raiders as fortuitous, unrelated 
proups. Tobin alleges that the Kerry moon- 
ighters were an organized body, working 
under recognized rales and with a specific 
constitution, 

Cross-examined by Michael Davitt the 
witness said that the raids were not made 
for the purpose of getting cheap beef—the: 
Were moonlight affairs under orders. ) 
had been in prison for assault,but had never 
been convicted of theft. He was under 
police protection, but he denied that his 
evidence was the result of police sug- 
gestion. 


Prophet O'Brien Speaks, 

Dustin, Jan. 23.—Wm. O'Brien, whose 
trial begins to-morrow, arrived at Cases 
to-night. An enormous crowd gathered an 
accorded him an ovation. One thousand 
torchbearers accompanied by six bands 
paraded in hishonor, Mr, O'Brien address- 
ed the crowd. He said that the results of 
the Govan contest and the county counoil 
elections in London showed that at the 
next special election the evil brood of co- 
ercionists would vanish like unclean spirits 
at the dawn of day. 


¢ Lato London Gossip. 

New York, Jan. 23,—Mr. Smalley cables 
from London: Mr. Dadabhaf Naoroji, 
whom Lord Salisbury indiscrectly called o 
black man, is now being completely white- 
washed. A dinner given him at the Natione 
al Liberal Club brought together a num- 
ber of persons of distinction, Lord 
Ripon, who did something (unwittingly) 
to unsettle the foundations of the 
British ompire in India, presided and 
spoke. Mr. Naoroji spoke, Mrederic Har- 
rison and:others spoke, all in one tone. All 
these gentlemen seem disposed to apply the 
principles of the English parliamentary 
system to India with* its 200,000,000 of 
orientals, who differ in .Tace, traditions, 
sympathies and many other things from each 
other as much as from the English,

Now, it is well known that Mary Stuart gave 
birth to James I of England and tho VI of 
Scotland in tho adjoining room, and that 
immediately after tho birth the child was 
romoyed ond. brosght up elsewhere, the 
queen showing 4 tial Interest in her off- 
spring. 

Now, supposing the real child, tho real 
James, is the infant wrapped in cloth of gold, 
lying under that stone, who was tho other 
child who afterwards reigned as James I of 
England and V1 of Scotland? Did this ques- 
tion ever occur to the authorities? This will 
be best answered by asking how they are 
said to have treated the discovery. Thoy 
telegraphed at once to the high personage in 
London whose business it Is to control Holy- 
rood palaco. .What didhe? Ho sent back 
word ‘‘to make no fuss about it,” but to re- 
placo the baby in cloth of gold marked **J,.”

If this is alla maro's nest, it is 
high tlino that people who go over Holyrood 
should know it, let alone those whom it may 
concern even more nearly, 

Lawyers’ Fees, 

To England a barrister, as a lawyer is there 
called, cannot recover by an action at law 
any feo to which he may be morally entitled 
for services rendered toa client, The expla- 
nation of this deviation from tho common 
rule of paying for service is given in Cassell’s 
Saturday Journal: 

An article of Magna Charta affirms that 
justice shall not be sold, As tho king is the 
fountain of justice and barristers servants of 
the king, it was beld that it would be unlaw- 
ful for them to receive payment for aiding 
a subject to secure the benefit of law, 

Formerly tho money in payment of the 
barrister’s fee was dropped, asdf secretly, 
into the hood of his gown; now a member of 
the bar adopts the more open method of re- 
fusing to go into court until his clerk bas re- 
ceived the fee marked upon bis brief, 

“What brings you hero to-day, Mr. L—? 
asked a judge of an eminent counsel, 

“Twenty guineas, my lord,” answered the 
lawyer, making no secret of tho fact that he 
was violating Magna Charta and doing, in 
substance, if not in form, what tho prophet’s 
servant was punished for doing—exacting a 
fee for a bumane service, English law books 
call the fee an honorary reward. 

The black gown worn by English lawyers 
is arelicooftho days when theclergy were 
the only lawyers, and always appeared in an 
ecclesiastical dress, Tho horse hair wig, 
which every English barrister wears while in 
court, is asurvival of the time when men 
were ashamed to wear their own hair, 

A Lingering Grip. 

Robert Watts, a yoyng farmer from Chat- 
ham, attended a faith cure meeting. Anna 
Delaney, a young woman about 20 years old, 
also attended the meeting. She went into a 
trance, and in walking about tho room ap- 
proached young Watts, seized his hand with 
a firm grip and started off.

It was entitled to do so uoder the treaty of 
1818, Wou'd the Collector have been justified 
in ordering the vessel away; or, having the 
treaty in view, would he have been right in re- 
quiring it to retain a cargo which, while the re- 
pairs were in progress, would perish? Even 
supposing the repairs were slight, where is the 
treaty stipulation or the regulation requiring 
that they must be of a serious charaeter or else 

the vessel must be ordered out to sea? 


The facts form a complete answer to the 
spucial pleading contained in the above ex- 
tract. The allegation as to repairs was a 
meré blind. The vessel did not need any 
repairs. She had not sustained any dam- 
ages. Tho only “repairs” required were 
tow block and to a dead-eye, at a cost of 
26 cents for each article. Does the Mail 
mean to tell us that the vessel could not, 
under such circumstances, have made the 
trip to a port of the United States ; or that 
having entered Halifax and having been al- 
lowed to repair the block and the dead eye, 
her cargo would have porished in the cold 
weather of December, during the ten min- 
utes or so required to make the “repairs?”

ASHORT CUT. 


Tho Canndinu Pacific May Bridge tho Nia- 
cora River at Lowlston. 

Borra1o, Jan. 23.—A report has been 
current that the Canadian Pacific has pur- 
ehased the right of way of the old road at 
Lewiston, and that they intend to erect a 
suspension bridge across Niagara River and 
eonnect with the Rome, Watertown and 
Ogdensburg. The latter road has lately 
been repairing the Lewiston branch of the 
road, while the Canadian Pacific has had 
surveyors at work at Lewiston.

When the case for the Crown had been 
aration Mr. Healy, for defendant, applied 
or subpeenas for Lord Salisbury and Mr. 
Balfour, both of whom he assorted had 
Ynade ‘speeches similar to those of Mr. 
O'Brien, The court refused to issuo the 
subpa@nas. The spectators received this de- 
cision with murmurs and the magistrates 
ordered the galleries cleared, While this 
was being done Mr, O'Brien exclaimed, 
“T'll clear out also,” ond started for the 


poor. ‘The magistrates shouted*'Stop him’ 
and a constable grabbed Mr, O'Brien. « 


After a sharp struggle Mr. O’Brien, with 
the aid of some of tho spectators, reached 
thie street with no worse damage than a 
torn coat. An immense crowd escorted Mr, 
O'Brien through the town. The police 
used their batons without mercy upon the 
people, who responded with stones and sticks, 

During the melee Mr. O’Brien was struck 
violently in the breast with a rifle stock, 
Scores of persons wére injured, The court 
issued a warrant for the arrest of Mr. 
Brien and then adjourned. 

Police with fixed bayonets are patrolling 
the stretts of the town, 
. Twenty persons received bayonet thrusts 
and some of them were dangerously wound- 
ed. At least 40 others were more or less 
teriously injured by the batous of the police. 

Mr. O'Brien’s location is not known. It 
is thought that he will not appear in cour 
to-morrow, 


Injured by Batons aud Bayonots. 

Dusuix, Jan. 24.—Father McCarthy, 
charged with inciting boycotting, was ar- 
raigned for trial to-day at Clonakilty. 
The hearing was adjourned. A large 
crowd. about the court house was charged 
by 200 policemen and many persons were 
injured fy batons and bayonets. 

The crowd used stones and bottles 
against the police, thirteen of whom were 
injured. One of the wounded policeman 
will probably die and three others are in a 
dangerous condition. >

A TRIP THROUGH SPACE. 


| ft Would Take Us Uifty Yoars to Make oa 
Visit to a Noxt Door Neighbor. 


Let us for a moment suppose cortain rail 
ways to be built; ono round tho world ina | 
perfoct circ lo, others to various points in tho 


| solar system. And we will further supposo 
that tho trains on these railways could bo 
kept poing at tho rate of sixty miles an 
hour for any required longth of timo; that 
thelr passengers could do without food or 
could be supplied with an abundance of it; 
that the bodies of such passengers could bo 
made capable of enduring the various changes 
of air, temperature and other climatic con 
ditions to which they would bo expoo&l. 
| And on our world this kind of travel would 
bo comparatively easy, and would take next 


tono time, In twenty-four hours the passen- 
ger could travel 1,440 miles, or considerably 
farther than from New York to Chicago, In 


fortywight Lows LS could travel as far ns 
from Boston to Live pool, and in loss than 
seventeen days he could go round tho world. 

But as regards thé journoys in space, a 
difficulty in most cases insuperable would 
stand in the way, In order to visit any but 
a very few of the nourest bodies in space, the 
travelers on our celestial railways would need 
to bave their lives very greatly prolonged. 

Were they to setout for any distant part 
of the system they all would die before thoy 
had fairly begun their journey. A voyage 
to the moon, to Venusor to Mars would, un- 
der the above conditions, be possible; to any 
other body in the system it would bo impos- 
sible. 

The journey to tho moon would be com- 
paratively short. Our companion is distant 
about 240,000 miles; or, in round numbers, 
its distance contains ten times as many 
miles as aro contained in the earth's circum- 
ference, Traveling at the rate of sixty 
miles an hour, and never stopping, it would 
take between 166 and 167 days to reach tho 
journey’s end. Compared with other beay- 
enly distances, this is a mere nothing, but 
compared witb the distances actually trav- 
ersed by the average man, it is very great 
indeed. 

Few evor travel atsixty miles an hour, and 
then only for short periods, and at consider- 
able intervals, Many, probably the major- 
ity, of those who live to a good old age cover 
less than 240,000 miles during thelr whole 
lives. A great traveler might do it in, say, 
fifteen years. For even a conductor orengi- 
néer of an express train it would require 
several years. 

Let us now takea trip tothoplanct Vo- 
nus, our next nearest neighbor. This will 
be a much more formidable undertaking. 
We have seen that a succession of the long- 
est Journeys over this earth would form but 
short and passing episodes in a lifetime. Wo 
have seen that, on one of our imaginary rail- 
ways, the traveler could circle the world in 
less than three weeks. We have seen, not 
only that a journey to the moon is quite pos- 
sible to the passengers by our celestial rail- 
way, but that equal and even greater dis- 
tances are often traveled on earth, 

Buta trip to Venus would bea very dif- 
ferent matter. Venus, as you may know, Is 
about 26,000,000 miles away, or, at sixty 
milesan hour, without stopping, she {s dis- 
tant a journey not of threo weeks or six 
months, but of somo iifty years, On the im- 
aginary railway such a journey would be 
possible, for a great many persons live 
longer than fifty years. But in real life’ no 
ono ever has traveled, and no one ever will 
travel, anything like so far. No human 
being ever bas traveled 5,000,000 miles, and 
it is safe to say that no one ever will. 

To complete this measure of journeying 
would require an average of 100,000 miles 
a year for fifty years. b5ome few, perhaps, 
in all their lives may have traveled 1,000,000 
miles, but these are probably rare exceptions. 
So sve see that no a ever has lived who has 
traveled more than a small partof the dis 
tance to Venus) Yet, compared witb other 
bodies in the system, this star may be said 
to be almost a next door neighbor.—St, 
Nicholas,

Under this heading the Montreal Jourual 
of Commerce published in its last issuo a ret. 
rospect for. 1888 of this great industry, in 
which this portion of the country is 80 
largely interested that we mako liberal ex- 
tracts from it. 

After noting the rise of the cheese indue- 
try, and the decline of tho butter industry 
in Canada during the pas twenty yeare, 
our contemporary states that the average 
quality of our output far exceeds that of 
the United States, partly because of climate 
and partly because wo make no skims. So 
successful have been the efforts of the cheese 
makers in Ontario in producing Cheddar 
cheese, that it is doubtful whether an ex- 
portcould tell the difference bet ween Ched- 
dar of Canadian and of English make. 

The past season was 4 trying one for mak- 
ers, owing to the excossive dryness of the 
summer and an exceptionally wet fall, 
coupled with an abnormally low range of 
temperature. Thoy nevertheless produced 
an average quality, 

The greatest improvement in the make 
has to be accorded to Ontario, although 
marked improvement has also tu be noted 
in what is called the French section; but 
there is still room for great improvement 
there. 

The section most behind of any in its 
production is the Eastern townships. This 
section once enjoyed a high reputation and 
might be desiguated the birth-place of the 
industry. Instead of keeping pace with 
times and new developments in the art, 
they are, we regret to say, positively re- 
trogressive and do not produce as good 
cheese as they did ten years ago. 

The average price of the year 1888 real- 
ized by factorymen is estimated to be in 
the vicinity of nine cents per pound, which 
is nearly two cents a pound under the aver- 
age of the previous year; but it must bo 
borne in mind that the year of 1887 was 
mos’ disastrous to English importers, with 
the result of their imports demonstrating 
the fact that the season’s make was not 
worth more than nine cents on a basis of 
supply and demand. 

The season to Montreal receivers and ex+ 
porters has been fairly satisfactory, and 
some are reported to havea substantial bal- 
ance on the credit side of their account, 
with every indication of adding thereto in 
a realization of the balance of their hold- 
ings. ‘The present conditions of the mar- 
ket, both here and in England, are consid. 
ered strong on # basis of 12c. hero and 58s. 
to 60s. in England, with light stocks, and 
consisting almost entirely of the finest 
grades, 

This healthy condition of things arises 

from the fact that, in England, Canadian 
and American cheese were not forced up 
above a healthy consumptive demand dur 
ing the great consumptive season, which is 
in the summer and fal! months, when out- 
door labor is in full employment. It must 
also be borne in mind that the laboring 
classes In all branches have beon well em- 
ployed the past yoar, that cheeso was the 
cheapest of all animal dict, and consequent 
ly the consumption was great. Tho sum- 
mer make of cheese was well consumed and 
out of the way when the fall product came 
on the market, and its proving to be from 
twenty to thirty por cent. short of the pro- 
vious year’s make, both here and in the 
States, prices advanced here and in Eng. 
land to the close of the year, 

There is a good lesson to be learnt by our 
factorymon ond cheese merchants from the 
course of the English markets during the 
summer and fall months, and it is this -— 
Such enormous proportions has cheese pro- 
duction assumed in this country and the 
States, and being made in such a way that 
early development ensues, it is clearly to 
the interest of all that the great flush of the 
make should be marketed early and while 
it ia at or near its highest state of perfuc- 
tion, and while the great consuming masses 
are in a position to consumeit. The quon, 
tities of cheese the English working classes 
can consume of a mild, clean flavor and 
meaty character at moderate prices, more 
especially so whon they are fully employed, 
is simply enormous. Ibis equally astonish 
ing how little they uso if it is over-develk p 
ed (sharp and atrong) especially if prices 
aro high.

x! ' THE SAMOAN BRAWL. 
Bismarck’s Nowspaper Organ Creates Bx- 
r cltement tn the United States 

Benury, Jan. 24.—The Nortn German 
Gazette (Prince Bismarck’s organ) donics 
the oxistence of any treaty precluding any 
European power from acquiring or scoking 
to acquire ascendancy in Samoa, The 
Gazette also denies that England and tho 
United States are agreed that the proceed- 
ings of the German agent in Samoa are 
contrary to the stipulations of the treatios 
concerning Samoa and are opposed 
to diplomatic etiquette and that those Pow- 
ora have officially notified the German Gov- 
ernment accordingly. The treaties betwoen 
Samoa, Germany, England and the United 
States, The Gazette further says, provide 
that Samoa shall concede to cach treaty 
Power equal rights with any other Power, 
but no treaty regarding the noutrality or 
independence of Samoa oxists between Ger 
many and the United States 


Washincton Opinions, 

WasninoTon, Jan. 24.—The despatches 
from Berlin and London regarding the atti- 
tude of Germany on the Samoan question 
wore the subject of general discussion here 
this evening. Secretary Bayard this even- 
Ing said it would not be proper for him to 
discuss the subject of the despatches at this 
time. He didnot know who wrote the 
article in The North German Gazette, con- 
sequently he could not assumo the state- 
ments to be official, and they might prove 
to be mere newspaper gossip, He said 
that although Germany may _ have 
larger interests in Samoa than the United 


States it had no better or later information 
from that country than the United States, 


Regarding the statement that Germany 
would violate no treaty in poraieing 
ascendancy in Samoa Mr, Bayard calle 
declaration concerning 
the boundaries of the German and English 
dominions in the West Pacific Ocean, signed 
at Berlin, April 6, 1886. Mr. Bayard 
thought this argecment precluded{G erman 


acquisitions inSamoa. This declaration de- 


fines the boundaries of the possessions of 


the two countries and provides that neither 
power will make acquisitions 


of other 
territory nor establish protectorates over 
any other territory in the West Pacific, 


The declaration provides that the Naviga- 


tors, Samoa Islands, with which Germany, 
Great Britain and the United States have 
concluded treaties, and the Friendly, Tonga 
Islands and the Nini (Savage) Islands shall 
form a neutral territory. 

Assistant Secretary Rives read the 
despatches and remarked with a smile, 
‘They seem to be hurling defiance in our 
teeth, don’t they?” He intimated that 
there were important differences in the 
statements made by The North German 
Gazette and the President’s message to Con- 
gress regarding the treaty rights of Ger- 
many, Great Britain and the United States 
in the Samoa matter. 

Secretary Whitney declined to be inter- 
viewed regarding the publication in The 
North German Gazette. No new orders, 
the Secretary said, had been issued by his 
department regarding Samoan affairs. 

Senator Edmunds said: ‘‘Bismarck’s re- 
pression of opinion will not deter the Am- 
rican people from carrying out any policy 
they may adopt as desirable or necessary. 
The Samoan Islands are of great import- 
ance with relation to the development of 
trade via the projected canals across the 
Isthmus of Panama and across Nicaragua 
to a power whose ships are sent on long 
cruises. ‘The establishment of coaling sta- 
tionsds a necessity, and the location of one 
on the central island of the Samoan group 
is looked upon as of great importance 
to us,” 

Members of the House Committee on 
Foreign Affairs scen to-night were averse 
to discussing our relations with Samoa, as 
they are expected to communicate their 
views to the House in a report. 

Representative Russell of Massachusetts 
bo-day designated asa member the sub- 
committee having the matter in charge, re- 
marked : “If matters should reach an ex- 
treme point I don’t believe that we are 
going to be caten up by any European 
power.’

A VILLAINOUS DRIVER. 


Judson Morton's Plight After Committing 
Many Crimes, 

Puitapecriis, Jan, 25.—People living 
down town are excited over the misconduct 
of « man named Judson Morton, His 
depravity is said to have surpassed that of 

tradley, who was sentenced yostorday to 

29 years’ imprisonment for assaulting young 
girls, The drivers and conductors of the 
Traction’s depot at Twentieth and Wharton- 
streots, among whom Morton worked, have 
been talking of nothing else for the past day 
or two. Morton will be roughly handled if 
he has the hardihood to reappear among 
those with whom he worked 

Morton until last week drove a bob-tail 
ear on the Christian-strect branch of the 
Traction line. Early last week ho obtained 
a leave of absence on account of sickness, 
The story of his misdeeds then leaked out. 
Morton received warning from one of his 
friends among the drivera. He escaped 
from the city before a warrant which had 
beon issued for his arrest could be served. 

The Traction employes say that for some 
time past Morton made a practice of entic- 
ing young girls whom he encountered in his 
neighborhood, He lived at the northeast 
corner of Nineteenth and Wilder-streets. 
On Nincteenth-street, below Wilder, 
vacant houso, to which Morton possessed o 
key. His method was to entice girls into 
the house by giving them candy and money. 
His victims ranged in age from 9 to 14 years. 
Among them were the two little daughters 
of H. Howard, a business man, and an en- 
gincer named Preston, who lived in adjoin- 
ing houses on Nineteenth-street, above 
Dickinson. It was through these victims 
that Morton's conduct was brought to light. 

As soon as Mr. Howard was told of the 
matter he rushed to the man’s house. 
Morton was notin. Tho father excitedly 
told Morton’s aged parents that he would 

ive him twelve hours to leave the city. 
They responded by declaring that their son 
was incapable of the crime charged against 
him. They said the accusation was a black- 
mailing scheme, Then Howard hastened 
to the Traction depot. He was frenzied. 
He wanted to kill Morton. Unable to find 
him he hurried to the District Attorney's 
office. There he was told to place his case 
in the hands of the detectives, He spent 
some time in consulting a lawyer, Aftera 
while he was persuaded to swear out a war- 
rant, When the detectives were put in 
possession of the case it was too late, Mor- 
ton could not be found. 

The brother of a woran who had over- 
heard the story of the man’s victims told it 
toa driver ona ‘Traction car, The driver 
went to Morton’s house. He asked him if 
the story was true. Morton said it was the 
first Lime he had heard of it. Morton was 
preparing to return to work. Shy be- 
fore Mr. Howard's visit to the house M 
ton left it. The last time he was secn in 
the city was on the following day. Then 
he rode up town with a Traction driver. 

The men atthe Traction depot say that 
Morton went either to Harrisburg, where 
he has relatives, or to Kentucky, his native 
place. Morton isabout 45 years old. Ho 
is single. He is said to have served in the 
rebel army during the war. He was nick- 
named ‘‘ Kentuck” by his companions.

PrHitape pura, Jan. 24.—The American 
Iron and Steel Association’s statement 
shows that the total production of pig iron 
in the United States in 1888 was 6,490,739 
gross tons, aguinst 6,417,148 gross tons in 
1887. The production in 1888 was the 
largest in our history. The oxtraordinary 
activity of the furnaces in the last few 


months of the year brought the 
total production far above the figures 
indicated by the statistical results 
of tho first half of the  yoar. 


The production in the first half of 1888 was 
3,020,002 gross tons, second half 3,470,647. 
‘The increased production of pig iron in the 
Southern States in 1885 over 1587 was over 
203,000 net tons. As late as 1865 the whole 
country made less pigiron than the south 
made in 1888. Pennsylvania made less pig 
icon iu 1888 than in 1887. So did New 
York, New Jersey, Maryland, Wisconsin and 
Missouri. Ohio jumped from 975,639 not 
tons in 1887 to 1,103,818 in 1888, The

Prince Bismarck asserted that the best 
relations existed betw ocn Germany and 
England and Germany and Zanzibar.

After the discussion the bill was referred 
to a committee of twenty-one mombers, 
under urgency. Tho measure will be re- 
ported and read @ second time on Tuesday. 

The interest in the debate centered in the 
speech of Prince’ Bismarck, which was de- 
livered with unusttal animation, an easy 
flow of words, fower pauses than usual and 
unmistakeable earnostness. 

In his speech Herr Bamberger said the 
German colonial policy had failed. He 
condemned the ill-advised proceedings of 
the Kast Africa Company and alluded to 
their ill-treatment of the natives, The 
reasons given by the Government for the 
introduction of the bill were inadequate. 
He referred to the French complications in 
Tonquin and the Italian complications at 
Massowah and declared that he feared 
complications as the result of their colonial 
polic f. 

Prince Bisinarck opened with a reference 
to the allusions of Herr Bamberger and Dr. 
Windthorst making him responsible for 
everything happening in East Africa. He 
said he could not undertake to be responsi- 
ble for everything and thatsomething must 
be left to the officials sent there to sottle 
offairs. He then continued: 

I will toll the Roichstag how far Lintend to 
onnd I willnot go a hates breadth further. 
Vhat I propose applies only to the imimediate 

and most pressing requiroments. Tho first 
speaker touched on the question of the position 
wo tuko up towards foreign powers—on that 
point I can only say that we have proceoded, 
and shall evor proceed solely in agreement 
with Kngland, the greatest colonial power of 
the world, 1 dony, therefore, emphatically the 
BE EOSLLGN that wo have any intention to pro 
cood against the Sultan of Zanzibarin oppo- 
sition Lothe wishes of England in Zanzibar, 
Also in Sainoa wo are in the fullest accord with 
England and advance liand In hand with 
her, [Choora] Weare absolutely resolved to 
be ono with the Koglish Government and to 
liphold the unity we have shared with tho 
english in Africa, [Cheers] Tho only un- 
plensuntness that bas arisen has beon with 
subordinate officials for whom the Government 
neither cares nor will be rosponsible. Wo 
cannot discuss the question whether Knglish- 
mondo oxactly the same In their division of 
Africa as wo doin ours. It has nevor occurred 
to us that we should ask England for assist- 
ance In our own sphere of power. Sucha 
thing is beyond the range of possibility,

A LIMIT TO COMPLACENCY, 


German Bullying in Zanzibar and Damara- 
Innd—Insults to the Queen. 

New York, Jan. 27.—The Tribune's 
London special says: English relations with 
Germany are much like those of the United 
States. The English have not yot talked of 
voting money to dofend British interests in 
Africa or elsewhere, but have allowed it to 
be known that there is, as The Standard 
puts it, a limit to complacency, and this is 
drawn at any oyert or covertattack upon 
the independence of the Sultan of Zanzibar. 
Public feeling here is calm, but none the 
less very strong and deep on this point, 
and it is clearly time for the Govern- 
ment to speak even more plainly. 
The Arabs are beating the Germans at 
all points, aud unless Prince Bismarck is 
ready to allow his navy to cut a very ridi- 
culous figure, some strong measures must 
soon be taken to give check to the Arabs, 
This cannot, howevor, be effective, unless it 
involves landing uo party and somethin 
more— force which is prepared to maFoh 
into the country and bring the enemy to a 
battle which shall be decisive. This issue

Two Scotch Canals, 

On the Caledonian Canal—which runs 
through Inverness shire to Argyllshire in a 
direction from north-east to south-west, 
and couples the North Sea with the Atlan- 
tic Ocean—there are 28 looks; and on the 
Crinan Canal, which is 9 miles long, there 
are 15, In tho case of the Caledonia Canal 
a chain oflakes is united by means of canals, 
and the north of Scotland is thus avoided. 
Not only so, but the route is shortened by 
one half, and for sailing vessels the time 
sayed actually amounts to 94 days. The 
Crinan Canal was constructed to save the 
voyage of 70 miles round the Mull uf Kin- 
tyre for vessels sailing or steaming between 
the Clyde and the Western Highlands and 
Skye. But both canals would have been 
impossible without locks, When a boat is 
travelling from a low leyel to a higher level 
it onters the lock-basin and then the gate 
behind it is closed, and the sluice at the 
other end of the baain is opened to admit 
water, As soon as the water has reached 
the higher level, the boat is able to resume 
its jouroey. The operation is reversed, 
when the boat is coming from a high to a 
lower level. 


How do House Files Winter ? 

The Wilmington (N. C,) Messenger says: 
Some one haé asked, where de flies go in 
the winter! The house fly does not bite 
or pierce the skin, but gathers its fool by 
a comb or rake or brush-like tongue, with 
which it is able ta sorape the varnish from 
covers of books, and it thus tickles the skin 
of persons upon whom it alights to feed 
upon the perspiration. A fly is a scaven- 
ger and is a vehicle by which contagious 
diseases are spread, It poisons wounds 
and may carry deadly virus from decaying 
organic matter into food. It retires from 
the sight at the beginning of winter, but 
where it goes few persons know. Ifa search 
of the house be made they will be found in 
great numbers secreted in warm places in 
the roof or between the partitions or floors. 
Last winter we had occasion to examine & 
roof and found around the chimney myriads 
of flies hibernating comfortably and suffi- 
ciently lively to fly when disturbed, ‘*in 
overpowering clouds,” No doubt this is a 
favorite winter resort for these creatures.

He has 
never shown any constructive ability or even 
industry. It is said—and I belicve with 
truth—that he never read & measure through 
in the whole course of his life, and on the two 
occasions on which he held office he never did 
anything or attempted to. 

Of late years his life has been rather melan- 
choly, All his children have gone out into 
the world to do for themselves. They are, 
by the way,a curiously diyided family. ‘Two 
of his sons are Unionists—Will, as I have 
already written, is a stanch Home-Ruler. 
All his daughters, [ believe,are Home-Rulers, 
So also of his brother, Jacob Bright. Tor 
some time John Bright has lived rather 
a solitary life in his house quite close to 
his mills, his sole companion a housekeeper. 
It is a curious fact that throughout his illness 
he has kept up his interest in the Parnell 
moyement. Every day he has had the full 
and prolix report.of the Parnell Commission 
in the Times read out to him. He is very 
softened, however, Lhear, or at least ho was 
during a certain stage of his illness, as to the 
Irish question, and never spoke of it at all 
or if he did it wasin terms of unusual calm- 
ness. It is generally thought that the real 
reason of his antagonism toIreland is personal, 
With all his greatness there is some weakness 
in his character, and a great sensitiveness to 
criticism is one of theseweak points. During 
the fierce heat of one of the scenes in the 
great struggle between the Irish party and 
the Liberal Government in 1882, some hard 
thinge were said of Mr. Bright by more than 
one lrishanember—in reply, it must be said 
to equally hard things from Mr. Bright— 
which the old man has never forgotten or 
forgiven. This is the curious difference de- 
tween him and Mr. Gladstone. Equally hard 
things were said of Gladstone, but he has the 
ula Celtic temperament—quick to strike 
and quick to forgive. There is not the least 
trace in him of any recollection of the hard 
things that he said himself or that were said 
against him during the fight. Indeed, he 
has that peculiar faculty of being able to 
drink of the waters of Lethe whenever the 
circumstances have passed away that evoked 
his anger. 

During his illness Mr. Bright has been per- 
fectly calm and composed. He has not 
npoken much, if at all, of the life to come, 
though he is known to be a firm and entirely 
orthodox believer. Indeed, on this point 
he is said to be a little intolerant. e has 
never liked Mr, Chamberlain much, and it is 
said thaton oneoccasion he summed him up by 
saying that one couldn't have any confidence 
in a man that had no religion. Nor has 
Bright ever sought spiritual consolation from 
any person. This, however, is easily ex- 
plained, because he isa member of the So- 
ciety of Friends, and they haye no faith in 
what they term sacerdotalism.

In ministerial circles it is considered that 
the election of Boulanger menaces the re- 

ublic, 90,000 Conservatives and 150,000 
Republicans having voted for him. One 
minister in speaking of the situation quoted 
the words of Thiers: ‘* We should take 
everything seriously, nothing tragically.” 

The Journal des Debats says that at a 
meeting in the rue Lincoln last night, sev- 
eral Radical deputies urged the formation 
on the spot ofa ministry of action which 
should present itself in the Chamber of 
Deputies immediately and demand author- 
ity to prosecute Boulanger for treason.

What the Kerlin Papers Say. 

BERLIN, Jan. 28.—Tho newspapers here 
of all shades of political opinion regard the 
success of Boulanger as an evil augury for 
the French re ublic. The North German 
Gazette says: “It is the most important 
event of recent times in the domain of 
foreign politics, The defeat of the Govern- 
ment will probably lead to all sorts of sur- 
prises.” 

The Post sees in the result proof that 
France is heartily sick of the republic. It 
says: “‘A Government that has received 
such a blow can no longer be regarded as 
a serious Government.” 

The Volks Zeitung says; ‘‘The blinded 
people of Paris have with pessimistic im- 
patience opened the doors for the action of 
an imperialist reaction.” 

The Vossische Zeitung says: ‘‘The French 
mean once more to be a ‘grand nation,’ that 
is the significance of Boulanger’s success 
for Germany. Owing to the personal in- 
adequacy of Boulanger it is doubtful 
whether the decisive blow is close at hand, 
but in any case the republic is ripe for the 
tickle,”

A Tragedy at St. Pierre-Miquclon Recall- 


ing the London Crimes. 

Sr. Jonn’s, Nfld, Jan, 28.—The par- 
ticulars of a revolting murder committed in 
St. Pierre have come to hand. A French 
fisherman named Francois Coupard lived in 
a hut on Dog Island, near St. Pierre. He 
had asa dory-mate Ollivier, and between 
them there were frequent quarrels. During 
the night of Dec. 30, the neighbor- 
hood heard frightful noises which kept them 
awake all night. In the morning they 
made a declaration to the police, who 
went to Coupard’s hut and found the win- 
dows broken and the hut empty, but saw 
nothing suspicious, At o later hour two 
-friends of Coupard went to his hut about 
some boats, of which he had charge, and on 
lifting a sil spread in the corner they 
found the body of the poor fisherman en- 
tirely naked. The body was stowed be- 
tween two trunks and doubled up, the head 
resting on the chest. 

When removed a ghastly sight presented 
itself. The body had been horrib y man- 
gled. Three deep incisions were made be- 
low each breast, about an inch long, and a 
fearful gash from the throat downward 
Renate ice the heart. These mutilations 

ad been made after the murder, The heavy 
cuts in the abdomen showed that an attempt 
had been made to sever the body in 
two pieces, The stomach was perforated, 
exposing the intestines, and an attempt had 
been made to cut the legs from the body, but 
either from fear or want of time, the horri- 
ble butchery was notcompleted. The body 
had been thrown into a corner and covered 
with a suil, and everything of value re- 
moved. 

Suspicion atonce rested upon Ollivier. He 
had been seen incompany with a man call- 
ed Neal, on the morning after the murder, 
and both were drinking freely. They had 
gone offina dory, probably hoping to ¢s- 
cape to the Newfoundland coast, but the 


metal, but valuable for their rarity and 
historical associations, and several brought 
ee prices.

A bank token of the Bank of Montreal, 
1838, showing a side view of the bank 
building, and on the reverse the oval shield 
of the city, and the words ‘Bank token, 
One penny,” which was obtained from an 
English collection, and originally cost $75, 
was sold for $51. A half-penny type of the 
same kind of token went for $29. A side 
view penny of the Bank of Montreal brought 
$53. A steamboat fourpence of lead sold 
for $20.75. 

A half-penny token of Upper Canada 
went for $50. It represented Britannia pre- 
senting two chi.dren toAmerica. It is said 
to be a very rare coin, 

A lot of communion tokens issued by the 
Presbyterian Churches of Canada, and also 
of the United States, were sold on an aver- 
age of S2each. They are of tin, pewter 
and lead, and are said to have been issued 
to permit Presbyterians who were in good 
standing to partake of the communion. One 
of these, of the date of 1784, that had on 
the reverse a burning busb, was said to 
have been issued by the Presbyterian 
Church, Halifax, founded in 1750 by Rev. 
Aaron Cleveland, an ancestor of President 
Cleveland.

A lamb born 
not later than February will be worth two 
born in April. 

Dairy butter is superior in quality to that 
made a few yoars ago, due to the competition 
with creameries. The quality has raised 
Pues and has been of advantage to thé 
dairynicn. 

It is'claimned that a good Jersey or butter 
cow should average one pound of bntter a 
day for the entire year, making 365 pounds. 
This is not « large yield, but is better than is 
usually obtained, 

Early spring pigs will make fat and large 
hogs by Christmas, but unless there are ex- 
céllent accommodations for the early pigs 
they will not be as large at the end of the year 
fis ‘those farrowed in Arpil or May.

‘This report 
brought out a large audience, John Dillon 
was also expected, but hoe did not appear. 
The chairman was addressing the meeting 
when ® commotion arose and O'Brien ap- 
peared at the entrance to the platform and 
stepped tothe front. The people rose en 
mas.e and cheered until they were com- 
pelled through exhaustion to desist. Such 
a scene was never witnessed in Mancaester 
before, 

O'Brien was pale but he retained his com- 
posure and whon he began to speak his 
voice was firm. He gave in detail the story 
of his conviction, the audience following 
him with breathless attention. Since his 
flight he said he had roved through four 
counties of Ireland. When he had con- 
cluded his friends rushed on the platform to 
shake him by the hand, So eager was the 
crowd that O'Brien was rudely hustled 
about and almost fainted., 

A large force of police arrived and 
O'Brien was arrested in the ante-ro6m 
while the audience was leaving tbe hall. 
A torchlight parade was afterwards held 
in honor of O’Brien. His arrest caused ine 
tense excitement. It appears that O'Brien 
reached Wexford Friday afternoon after a 
drive of 90 miles in an open trap and was 
then smuggled on board a collier and landed 
at Port Heawl, Wales. He stayed a day 
at Bridgend and then came to London, gor 
ing thence to Manchester,

When the 
war of 1870 broke out Urbain resign. 
ed his post, but the Emperor would 
not permit dim to do so, and mark- 
ed his sense of his devotion by 
exempting the cook's native village 
from the yaa of indemnity. Emperor 
Frederick liked English cookery, but one of 
the earliest offences of the Empress Freder- 
ick was an open dislike of the German cui- 
sine and her annoyance at the want of com- 
fort and cleanliness in all matters pertain- 
ing to the dinner table. Most of the royal 
forks had steel prongs, and the supply of 
table linen was Aeon Bape and often 
dirty, so that her inauguration of English 
ways into the house, and especially as rer 
garded the cookery, serving and arranging 
the dinner table, was one of the most un- 
popular of her many unpopular acts.

Cottons for Ohina, 


The Export Assuming Large Proportions 
—A Growing Trado, 


The export of cotton goods from Canada 
to China, though only commenced some 
nine or ten months ago, is already assum 
ing large proportions, the total amount al 
ready exported being about 12,000 bales. 
Although this innovation was started by 
the two largest holdera of cotton stock, the 
firstorders were generously divided amongst 
the various factories, and the new trade has 
been generally taken up. The goods made 
here for the Chinese market are known as 
“‘shirtings,” but instead of being 8} lls. for 
374 yards, which is the standard make in 
Eugland for the Chinese market, they 
weigh about 10 to 12 lbs., being 3 to 34 yds, 
to the pound. They are shipped per 
Canadian Pacific Railway and steamers to 
Shanghai at lower rates than the American 
manufacturers can obtain, consequently the 
Canadian makers reap an additional advan- 
tage. The goods have met with great ap- 
proval in this new market and are in good 
demand, so that the trade is likely to bea 
constant and increasing one. The effect on 
the Canadian cotton trade has already be- 
gun to be apparent, but will speedily be felt 
to a far greater degree. An advance of 10 
per cent. has already been made on grey 
cottons and this is not unlikely to be follow- 
ed by another. The position of the manu- 
facturers at present is a very strong one,and 
as they have not been maxing anything 
more than a bare living profit at the best 
for a long time back, it is likely that better 
times are in store. Buyers have been con- 
fident that stocks in all hands were very 
large and have not been in a hurry to fill 
up their own wants, believing that lower 
prices could be obtained, But a geveral 
stocktaking recently revealed the fact that 
the stock of grey cotton in manufacturers’ 
hands, all over the Dominion, was only 
1500 bales, or about two weeks’ supply. 
The consequence is that orders are pouring 
in very fast, and it has now become evident 
that cotton stocks all round are very low. 
The orders being received are not large, but 
are very general in the variety of goods, 
and in the widespread character of the 
orders. The cotton trade will now have a 
means of disposing of its surplus produo- 
tion and the mills will be able to run all 
their machinery on full time, at the same 
time allowing a fair profit to manufactur- 
ers, as well as to wholesale and retail mer- 
chants. —Montreal Star.

The Cardwell Case, 

ORANGEVILLE, Jan. 30.—He Lordship 
Mr. Justice Street presided at the court 
house here yesterday for the’ purpose of 
hoaring the petition filed against the roturn 
of Mr. R. S. White as member for Card- 
woll in the Dominion House. Mr. Elgin 
Myers appoared for the potitioner and Mr. 
W. L. Walsh for the respondent. Upon 
the Spanos of the court Mr, Myers stated 
that he had no evidence to offer in support 
of the petition, that be had gone carefally 
over the evidence submitted to him and 
had come to the conclusion that it was not 
sufficient to warrant him in proceeding 
furthor with the petition and that therefore 
so far as he was concerned the matter would 
go no further, 

Mr. Walsh then asked that the petition 
should be dismissed. 

Mr. Aylesworth of Toronto, however, 
asked for leave to substitute Samuel Stubbs, 
a brother of the defeated candidate, as 
petitioner in the place of the present 
petitioner, and applied for an order allow- 
ing the prevent security to stand for the 
substituted petitioner's security. He based 
his application upon two affidavits, one 
made by Samuel Stubbs aud the other by 
Wim, Stubbs, sctting out that they thought 
there was good reason for further prose- 
cuting the potition and that they would be 
able to adduce evidence to show that 
bribery and other corrupt practices were 
resorted to by Mr, White and his agents at 
the recent election, and that they believed 
that the petitioner bad been induced to 
withdraw me the further prosecution of 
the petition under some corrupt agreement 
arrived ut between bim and the re- 
sponilent, 

Mr. Walsh strongly objected to this appli- 
cation on the ground that His Lordship 
Jiad no power to entertain it and upon the 
geound that it was unfair to his client to be 
harrassed by a practically new petition at 
this stage of the eae 

His Lordship reserved his decision until 
Saturday at noon, when it will be given at 
Osgoode Hall, He intimated that if he de- 
cided to allow the new petitioner to inter- 
vehe that he would not hear the petition 
during the session of the House, so that, in 
tly cvcut, if will be some considerable 
time before the trial.

Preparing Glues, 

The Jeweller's Review gives tho following 
directions for preparing glue; Soak halla 
pound of glue over night in a quart of good 
milk, and boil it the next day; it will dis 
solve moisture much betterthan glue dis- 
solved in water, An adhesive mucilage for 
labels, suitable for bottles or glass, may be 
prepared by soaking glue in strong vinegar; 
then heat to boiling and add flour. This is 
very adhesive, and does not decompose 
when kept in wide mouthed bottles. The 
following preparation ig very useful for 
gumming large sheets of paper, which may 
be kept on sahd ready for use; when wetted 
they will atick wellon glasg: Stargh, two 
drachms; white sugar, one ounce; gum 
arabio, two drachms; to be boiled with a 
sufficient quantity of water.

When a patient 
comes to the establishment having high 
fover he is watched closely for afew days 
in his rooni,” ‘The ‘wintlow.do kept open night 
and day, and finally he joins the rest below. 
Nothing is more curious than the sight of 
over a hundred patients camping ont under 
the galeries covered with their blankets, 
Short walks are taken by those who are the 
strongest.” The Canada Health Journal 
has no doubt that if there were a good in- 
stitution established in some pine-wooded 
district in Central or Northern Ontario, say 
one or two hundred miles northward of To- 
ronto, to which all phthisical patients could 
be sent, whether able to pay or not, witli 
special provision for those able to pay, many 
hundreds of lives might be saved to the 
province every year which now fall victims 
to this very common and most fatal diseaso, 

It is a question worthy of consideration 
by all who are deeply concerned abont the 
public health. Consumption is evidently 
increasing. The seeds of the disease are 
being transmitted ina hereditary way from 
generation to generation until it has become 
& serious question with many people, the 
more so when they find that it affects them 
in their relationship with the insurance 
companies, and with other concerns of life. 
Such is the drentl of consumption that the 
medical men make special examinations in 
regard to it, and seem to anticipate most 
danger to the future of their patients by 
reason of its tendencies. It is for these 
medical men to contemplate the suggestion 
of Dr, Playter, end, approving of it, act 
with such umanimity os to make an impres 
sion upon the legislature and bring about 
Pthe establishment of a consumptives' resort. 
The revelations of the Journal des Debats 
are wholly new to the people of Canada. 
In view of them the treatment of those 
aftlicted with pulmonary diseases has been 
wrong, entirely wrong. They have been 
deprived of the very air which they require, 
and the air and treatment which they can 
not get in another climate. It shouldn't 
take a great deal to try an experiment of 
the kind referred to and test what good 
there is to be got from it.—Kingston Whig.

Ti the North the crop is grown from seed 
thé tirst year, the red’ vatictios being pre- 
forred, But the gardeners ind truckers in this 
latitude grow their crops from onion sets 
which are proddced by ‘owing the seeds 
Very thickly in the rows, aiid on moderately 
fértile soil. After the tops die down the 
sets are stored in thin layers in a cool place 
tobe planted the next spring, each set mak- 
ing’ thie onion the second year. ‘The white 
silver‘skin and yellow Danvers varicties are 
considered the best market varieties, but 
the potato onion, which growsin bunches 
from a single seed, is the gelaries for table 
sé bit is not” now extensively grown. To 
Ket them'in early ix to escape Weeds, which 
entail hand weeding, bit as tlie onion is a 
gross feedor it delightsin any kind of manure 
antl good cultivation. The'sets are simply 

lanted in rows, bout’ three inches apart, 

y lightly’ sticking them in the ground, 
though the trackers plant acres of them by 
Covering them coin alaeely in the rows, in 
order to save labor. 


The maggot is an enemy that gives trouble 
and is not easily subdued, but where the 
crop is grown on new beds, instead of on the 
same location every year, as was formerly 
the practicé, the depredations of the mag- 
got have been greatly reduced. Theonion bed 
should receiye only tine, well-rotted manure, 
free from any Kind of litter, and well incor- 
porated into the soil, which should be worked 
oyer until not a clod can be found, for ypon 
the thorough preparation of the soil depends 
the yield of the crop, which may range any- 
where from 100 to 600 bushels per acre, ac- 
cording to the soil and management. The 
crop is @ paying one, as the supply is seldom 
equal to the demand, 


AN IDEAL KITCHEN. 
Tips on the Proper Utensils and Arrange- 
ment Of Space, 


The kitchen of # Woman of average means 
is not the ideal kitchen, It is per haps too 
small or not light enough, or it may have 
still more serious «defects, as a bad drain. 
For cooking purposes a very small kitchen 
can be 80 arranged «as to answer every 
purpose, 

Begin to utilize the wall space, If you 
have not yet as many shelves as the walls 
will accommodate put up more, and especi- 
ally about and above the stove, so that as 
you stand at your cooking you can reach 
salt, pepper and every other flavor that can 
be used in a soup or stew; cooking spoons 
and forks and knives, pot lids and holders 
—all these should be at your hand. 

The nearer your sink is to the stove the 
better; that is the path your feet must 
oftenest travel. 

Do not use tin. 

It is cheap, but coal is not, and you will 
waste a great deal of coal in trying to cook 
in tin. Brass and copper cooking utensils 
are to be avoided by one who must econo- 
mize, a3 they ave expensive and require too 
much care. Of chief importance amon 
your utensils is a flat bottomed iron pot with 
close fitting iron lid. Get the smoothest and 
best, even if it cost double. In this you 
will roast meat with little fire, cook vege- 
tables, all but peas ani beans, cook anything 
indeed that is not acid. Have two of these 
if you can, of different sizes. Next, an iron 
frying pan, also of the smoothest wrought 
iron and light, This too should have a close 
fitting cover. Some a consider iron 
utensils heavy and old fashioned, but where 
economy is an object no other ware is so good 
and satisfactory. The bluo or gray enamel- 
led ware is valunble for cooking fruit and 
anything acid, 

You can hardly do without a number of 
earthen jugs, glazed with lead free enamel, 
especially for cooking and holding milk 
Get also a number of wooden spoons, 

Fortunately good stoves have become com- 
mon, 

For any steady cooking, and, above all‘ 
for broiling meat, every housckeoper ought 
to have appliances for burning charcoal, 
It only needs o grating with) a rim two or 
three inches high to let down into the stove 
hole (a sortof deep spider with a grated 
hottom). Tor such purposes n bushel of 
hard wood charcoal, costing fifteen ox twenty 
cents, would last a long time Charcoal is 
almost the only fucl used in Paris for cook-

The pair intended going to 
housokeeping immediately and had pur-

ADVENTURES OF AN ITHACA BOY. 


He Lost His Property in a Cuban Hospital 
and Got Into Jail at Home, 

Irnaca, N.Y., Jan. 31.—The arrest of 
John Foote of this city for robbing the 
mail bag at Caroline last Saturday has 
brought out the story of his strange career. 
He 1s 22 years old and the only son of 
W. P. Foote, a florist of this city. Eighteen 


months ago ho threw up a clerkship in a 
dry goods store here and spent the Summer 
cruising around the lake in a steam- 


yacht which he had purchased. Later he 
went to work in Sherwood's furnishing- 
store, and there was accused of many thofts, 
After getting out of this scrape last spring 
he married a notorious woman, took her te 
Binghamton on their wedding tour, and the 
next day robbed her, it is alleged, of several 
nandeet dollars, With this money Foote 
went to Cabs, where he was attacked by 
yellow fever. When he recovered his 


clothes had been destroyed and _ his 
money appropriated by the author- 
ities. He wandered around for some 


months, obtained work as cabin boy ona 
steamer and thus got back to New York. 
He tramped to Poughkeepsie, where he a 
plied for work on the bridge over the Hud- 
sou. A man was wanted to paint a partic- 
ularly dangerous part of the structure. 
Foote said he didn’t care what became of 
him, so he was putin o sling and success- 
fully finished the work. Next he walked 
to Rochester, where he was engaged by a 
farmer to cut 30 acres of corn at $1 an 
acre, 

Last Thanksgiving a man wearing a rag- 
ged, reas’ coat, old overal 
and hobnailed brogans entered the 
store at Caroline, It was Foote. The 
wanderer was kindly received and given 
employment. Everything went well untila 
month ago, when large sums were missed 
from the mails. Decoy letters were sent 
and last Sea night Deputy Marshal 
Norton arrested Foote just after he had 
stolen a registered letter containing $150. 
Foote Jlenicd having any recollection of the 
matter, and his friends. think he may be 
insane. Some of the stolen money was dis- 
covered in a paper hidden in ao jar of 
preserves,

Thad tho honor on Jan, 16 to communtioate to 
your honorable body cortain correspondence 
nnd documents tn relation to affairs in the 
Samoan Islands, and liaving since rocelved 
further despatches from the Vice-Oonsul at 
Apia and tho commander of the United 
States naval vessel Nipsic, in those waters, I 
lose no time In daving them before you. [also 
transmit herewith the fall text of Instructions 
from Prince yon Bismarck to the German 
ministor at this capital, which was communi- 
cated on tho afternoon of Jan. 2. his 
sppearato be an amplification of prior tele- 
graphic instructions on the samo subject com: 
municated through the yeame channel: and 
whieh being set forth in the note of the Secre- 
tary of State to Count von Arco Valley, the 
German rlnister, of Jan. 12, was duly laid be-

Your attention will also be invited 
to the best mode of developing our trade, 
and securing direct communication by steam 
with Australia, the West Indios, and South 
America, 

A Bull will be submitted for your consid- 
eration for the prevention of certain offences 
in connection with Municipal Councils, and 
to give greater facilities for making inquir- 
ies as to such matters, 

Several measures will also be presonted 
to you for improving the law of procedure 
in criminal cases. Among these will be a 
Bill to permit the release on probation of 
persons convicted of first offences, a Bill 
authorizing regulations to be made for the 
practice in cases partaking of the vature of 
criminal proceedings, and a Bill to make 
the Speedy Trials Act applicable throvgh- 
out Canada. 

Billa relating to the Inepection of timber 
and lumber, for the improvement of the 
Postal System, and for increasing the eflic- 
iency of the North West Mcunted Police 
will also be submitted for your considera- 
tion, 

The Royal Commissioners on Labor hav- 
ing concluded their enquiries, | hope to be 
able to lay before you at an early day their 
report with the important evidence collect- 
ed by them in various parts of Canada.
